Death of legionnaires still unsolved 


HARRISBURG, Pa. 'UPD - As 


Legionnaires 
began to bury their 


dead, state scientists all but ruled out 
swine flu Thursday and turned to oth- 
er viruses and poisons as possible 
causes of the American Legion illness 
that killed at least 23 persons. 


State Legion Comdr. Joseph V. 


Adams attended two wakes in the 
past two days and Thursday stood by 
silently as the flag-draped casket of 
one of the convention goers, John B. 
Ralph, 41, was lowered into the 
ground at Williamstown. 


"Most families are still in a state of 


shock," he said. "They can't believe 
that it happened that fast." 


With laboratory studies starting to 


come up empty handed, the no-ex- 
pense-spared investigation expanded 
to look at 
environmental factors 


which might have played a role in the 
disease. It struck at least 161 persons 
whose common link was attending the 
Legion convention two weeks ago hi 
Philadelphia. 


The state health dept. was in- 


vestigating a possible 24th illness-re- 


lated death Thursday. A representa- 
tive at St. Francis Hospital in Pitts- 
burgh said Mrs. Elva Hamilton, 73, of 
Upper St. Clair, died of symptoms 
similar to those of earlier victims.

The library, which has its roots in a 


reading club formed by six women is 
1887, is the third busiest in the state 
with hopes of reaching the second po- 
sition within another 10 years. 


Incredibly, Arlington Heights did 


not have a public library until 1926, 
and the library did not have a home 
of its own until 1952. 


Before 1952, the village's collection 


of books had been kept in private 
homes, school hallways, a bank and 
the old municipal building. 


MRS. AMOS Walker, the wife of a 


school principal, enlisted five friends 
for weekly sessions of the "Chau- 


tauqua Course of Home Reading" in 
1887. Witlu'n three years, the group 
had grown to 58 members. 


By 1894, the women's group had col- 


lected enough books to begin loaning 
them to other residents. Two sisters, 
Lucy and Effie Shepard, took the 
modest collection of 150 volumes into 
their home near the site of the present 
library at Dunton and Euclid avenues. 


By 1909 the collection had reached 


750 books, threatening to crowd out 
the Shepard sisters. The old elementa- 
ry school on St, James Street made 
hallway and room space available to 
the library. The shared-space ar- 
rangement worked out until the mid

Arlington Heights officials will be 


going to court soon in a two-pronged 
attack to force a cleanup at Arlington 
Square, a financially troubled apart- 
ment development at Rand Road and 
111. Rte. 53. 


Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel said he 


will ask for court orders Monday to 
seal the buildings, clear the area of 
weeds, debris and garbage and to pro- 
vide around-the-clock watchman ser- 
vice at the uncompleted development, 
when he appears before Circuit Court 
Judge Richard A. Jorzak. The Mon- 
day hearing will be used to file mo- 
tions and set a trial date on con- 
demnation proceedings initiated by 
the village. 
' Village prosecutor Ernest Blomquist 
said the village building and health 
departments 
are 
preparing com- 


plaints against the developer, citing 
v i o l a t i o n s of village ordinances 
stemming from the unfinished build- 
ings, standing water, uncut weeds and 
a generally littered grounds. 


THE $13 million development was 


begun in 1974 by Plato Foufas & Co., 
and billed as luxury townhouses and 
condominiums clustered around en- 
closed courtyards. Models were open 
for potential customers a year later, 
but soon Foufas was caught between 
tight money and changing home- 
buying tastes. 


In December 1975 the village began 


condemnation procedures. No work 
had taken place on the 27.5 acre proj- 
ect since mid-July. 


The project was declared a public 


nuisance by the village board in 
January and labeled "unsafe, unsa- 
nitary and hazardous" in the unani- 
mously passed ordinance. 


The condemnation suit is designed 


to force the project to be either 
cleaned up and completed or razed. 


SIEGEL SAID his motions for tem- 


porary relief will be necessary if 
there is a lengthy delay before the 
trial begins. 


Blomquist said the local branch of 


the circuit court cannot provide "in- 
junctive relief" for the alleged condi- 
tions, but can assess monetary fines if 
the conditions are not corrected. If 
necessary, the village can do the work 
to be reimbursed through liens placed 
against the property, he said. 


The project site is littered with ma- 


terials, twisted metal and debris and 
surrounded by towering weeds. Stacks 
of lumber and braces are unprotected 
and warped from the sun and wea- 
ther. 


A swimming pool is fenced off, but 


filled with stagnant water.

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Lahti misused college vehicles twice: unit

A Harper College special committee 


Thursday decided that College Pres. 
Robert Lahti misused college vehicles 
and personnel twice in the last two 
years. 


The committee of trustees, how- 


ever, said Lahti had not misused col- 
lege vehicles on four other occasions 
because the college benefited from 
his use of vehicles for personal busi- 
ness. 


The committee said Lahti should 


not have used college vehicles and 
personnel to drive him and his family 
to the airport to start their vacation. 
Lahti said he did this so he would not 
have to leave his car at the airport. 


USING A PUBLIC safety vehicle to 


drive Lahti to a board of directors 
meeting at the Bank of Elk Grove 
also was unwarranted, the committee 
decided, because the college did not 
benefit from the use. 


The committee found nothing wrong 


with Lahti's having public safety per- 
sonnel deliver mail and other college 
papers to him at his Inverness home 
so he could work on college business 


after leaving campus. 


"We are paying the man enough 


money to get as much work out of 
him as we can," said committee 
Chairman Robert Rausch. Harper 
pays Lahti more than $54,000 annually 
in salary and fringe benefits. 


The committee decided that Lahti 


had done nothing wrong when he sent 
public safety personnel to assist his 
wife, whose car had stalled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center, or in picking 
his son up from a soccer game and 
driving him home. 


RAUSCH SAID Lahti's use of col- 


lege vehicles does not represent a pat- 
tern of abuse, but rather isolated in- 
cidents. 


"This whole affair is bordering on 


the ridiculous," said Robert Creek, 
president of the High Schoool Dist. 211 
school board. "It's a question of good 
judgment and good taste," Creek 
said. 


If a Dist. 211 superintendent used 


district personnel for private busi- 
ness, Creek said, he would fire him. 


Rausch and Robert Moats, the only 


two committee 
members 
present, 


each said the board had not held se- 
cret meetings in the last 18 months as 
The Herald had reported. 


Rausch said 17 of the 24 dinner 


meetings The Herald reported were 
prenegotiation sessions by the board's 
negotiating team and did not legally 


have to be announced. 


BOARD POLICY calls for announc- 


ing all meetings, even those not open 
to the public such as negotiation ses- 
sions, Rausch said. The board an- 
nounces the start of negotiations, he 
said, thus notifying the public that 
meetings will take place. 


Notice also is given of specific nego- 


tiation sessions, he said. The 17 meet- 
ings in question actually were cauc- 
uses of the board's negotiation team, 
Rausch said. Caucuses held during 
meetings are not announced, he said. 
Rausch had not referred to the 17 
meetings as caucuses at the com- 


mittee's previous meetings. 


The committee also revealed that 


one of seven meetings, which it pre- 
viously did not know the nature of, 
was a dinner for Illinois Community 
College Board members that Harper 
hosted at the Atrium restaurant, Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


Happy ending for victims of flood

Mr. and Mrs. George Schorie were 


getting ready to make the grim flight 
to Colorado. Jack and Virginia Parkin 
of Arlington Heights were considering 
the same trip. 


The two local couples feared the 


worst about the fate of their children, 
who had been camping near Love- 
land, Col. last weekend. 


The tension ended happily for them. 
"They called and said they were all 


right," an elated Jack Parkin said 
Thursday. He explained his son, Rich- 


ard and his wife Candice of Hoffman 
Estates, and Richard and Carol Zolp 
of Arlington Heights, had escaped 
Sunday from the killer flood along the 
big Thompson River Canyon. 


"THEY CALLED from California," 


Parkin said, explaining that the two 
couples had heeded the warning of 
forest rangers to leave their campsite 
and they just drove to the planned 
destination near Anaheim, Calif. 


"I was so happy, so thrilled, when 


they called, I was shouting over the 
phone," Shirlee Schorie said. She said 


the young people did not have a radio 
in the van they were using and did not 
learn of the devastation in Colorado, 
which has claimed at least 100 lives, 
until Wednesday. 


"I was not sure this was going to be 


a happy ending, but that is what we 
have," Mrs. Schorie added. 


She said her son told her by tele- 


phone that the rangers had warned 
campers there may be some flooding, 
but later in the night they came 
through the campground ordering ev- 
eryone to leave. 


"He said they had their lights flash- 


ing and sirens on and they just threw 
their tent in the van and took off," 
Mrs. Schorie said. 


PARKIN HAD thought his son and 


daughter-in-law might have left the 
area in advance of the flooding, but 
after several days passed without any 
calls, they were prepared for the 
worse. 


"My wife said that she feels so good 


right now, and nobody can change

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Soviet military aircraft reported crashed 


HALIFAX, Canada (UPI) - The Canadian Maritime 


Command said Thursday a long-range Soviet military 
aircraft apparently crashed in the Atlantic ocean 230 
miles southeast of St. John's, Newfoundland. 


Canadian planes reported an oil slick and debris near 


a point where a Soviet plane was reported in trouble 
late Wednesday. A Soviet trawler in the area sped to 
the scene. 


Vice Admiral D. S. Boyle said the aircraft went down 


without Issuing a distress signal, and he said there had 
been no requests for assistance. 


The Soviet embassy in Ottawa would neither confirm 


or deny the crash but a Soviet information officer said 
there may be comment today. 


Canadian Forces patrol aircraft were sent to the area 


and took photographs of the slick and debris, but details 
of the photographs were not immediately available. 


Boyle said the aircraft was similar to Canada's long- 


range Argus patrol planes or the American P3 patrol 
planes, which normally carry a crew of 10 or 12 men. 


The Soviet aircraft was one of two traveling from 


Cuba to the Soviet Union late Wednesday and was well 
outside Canadian air space, according to Boyle. 


"We put out an aircraft at first light today and it 


sighted debris and an oil slick in the area," Boyle said 
Thursday. "The evidence points to the fact that an air- 
craft has gone down in the sea there." 


Because of the presence of the Russian fishing traw» 


ler, Boyle said, "we are therefore assuming that the 
aircraft we knew to be having difficulty went into the 
sea." 


He refused to disclose the exact method of detection 


that led to the discovery the aircraft was in difficulty. 
But he said as a result of the command's "responsi- 
bility for thesurveillance of sealand approaches to Can- 
ada, we became aware that one of the aircraft was 
having difficulty." 


He said a Canadian destroyer, the Athabaskan, also 


was dispatched "to render assistance of a humanitarian 
nature'' if it is required. 


Boyle, commander of the Maritime Command, said 


weather in the area at the time of the incident was 
foggy but relatively calm. 


Divers continue 
search for bodies 
in wake of flood 


LOVELAND. Colo. (UPI) — In- 


oculated against possible disease from 
rotting bodies, scuba (livers Thursday 
searched the murky waters of the Big 
Thompson River for flood victims 
trapped in dozens of submerged cars 
and campers. 


More than 100 victims of the Satur- 


day night disaster have filled make- 
shift morgues at Lovelanct, near the 
mouth of the canyon, and at the 
mountain resort of Estes Park at the 
headwaters of the river. Only a third 
have been identified. 


Authorities said an accurate count 


of missing was impossible, but the 
Red Cross said it had a list of 800 
missing persons compiled from inter- 
views with survivors and nearly 4,000 
inquiries from relatives antl friends. 


Sheriff Bob Watson said the five- 


man diving team, wearing wet suits 
and tied by lifelines to rescuers on the 
bank of the muddy river, tried to lo- 
cate bodies in the multitude of twisted 
cars and trucks. 


Before entering the murky pools, 


the divers were inoculated against 
diphtheria and typhoid. Health offi- 
cials said the action was a precaution 
and said there was no immediate dan- 
ger of an outbreak of disease. 


Deputy Sheriff Edward Rupert, who 


volunteered to lead the diving team, 
disagreed. 


"We've got to get those bodies out," 


Rupert said. "Disease always follows 
flood because of the decomposition of 
the bodies. We have all the living out 
so the bodies are our next priority." 


Elsewhere in the mud-caked canyon, 


specially trained dogs sniffed at tan- 
gled tree limbs and debris left by the 
19-foot torrent of water. Bright yellow 
ribbons marked possible gravesites. 


"All the bodies on the surface are 


out," said Lt. Richard Hovey of the 
Larimer County sheriff's office. "The 
dogs have located several areas of de- 
bris where bodies may be, but they 
could be human or animals. We won't 
know until we pull the piles apart." 


He said it was extremely unlikely 


anyone would be found alive in the 
debris. 


"It would take a superhuman per- 


son to survive since Saturday night, 
especially if he was injured," Hovey 
said. 


As the searchers hunted for bodies, 


'some residents returned to the once- 
scenic canyon to begin cleaning up 
and rebuilding. Looting was limited 
by security guards along the canyon, 
but four looters were arrested. 


Residents drove vehicles as far as 


they could into the 35-mile long can- 
yon and then hiked through the mud 
to their demolished houses. A few 
have refused to leave their homes 
since the flood.

GOP Challenger Ronald Reagan picked up six delegates in New 


York and New Jersey Thursday, and said the "tide has turned" in 
his favor following selection of Sen. Richard Schweiker as his 
prospective running mate. The new supporters, who previously 
had been counted in the uncommitted column but were thought to 
favor Reagan, were announced as Reagan and Schweiker worked 
delegate-rich northeastern territory that President Ford claims as 
a stronghold. 


Ford to name VP pick in 'traditional' way 


President Ford will announce his running mate "in the tradition- 


al manner" after he is nominated, the White House said Thursday. 
Press Sec. Ron Nessen said Ford told Virginia delegates, who met 
with him at the White House Wednesday, that he would make 
known his choice at the GOP national convention in Kansas City. 
Ronald Reagan has told GOP delegates Ford should announce his 
decision before the convention. The Reagan camp has been pres- 
suring the President ever since Reagan broke with tradition last 
week and announced that Sen. Richard Schweiker, R-Pa. would be 
his running mate. There also were indications Ford is unhappy 
with the statements by some Republican congressmen questioning 
former Texas Gov. John B. Connaliy's qualifications to be vice 
president. Ford has been urged to study Watergate tapes before 
considering Connally for the No. 2 spot. 


'U.S. reliance on foreign oil at all-time high1 


U.S. reliance on foreign oil has hit an all-time high and the 


Increased Imports cannot be reversed until Alaskan oil reaches the 
lower 48 states. Fedenl Energy Administrator Frank Zarb said 
Thursday. Zarb said this year's increase follows two years in 
which foreign oil dropped slightly. America must import more oil 
now than ever, he said, because economic recovery is increasing 
energy consumption when domestic oil production — 8.1 million 
barrels a day — is at its lowest in more than a decade, and 
declining. Despite such conservation improvements as a projected 
23 per cent Increase in automobile gas mileage, Zarb said, the U.S. 
will Import a record 7 million barrels of oil a day this year, and 
Imports will continue climbing until late 1977 when Alaskan oil 
starts to flow.

Big Ben in 'serious state' 


Big Ben, tho famed clock in the tower overlooking England's 


Houses of Parliament, came unscathed through the blitz of Work? 
War II, but Thursday it chimed the wrong time and broke down. 
Engineers said the 118-year-old landmark was in a "very serious 
state" and may take several months to repair. The clock startled 
lawmakers during an all night Commons session by giving two 
loud booms from a quarter hour bell — at the wrong time. Then it 
stopped.

tions violence swept the segregated 
black township of Soweto. 


The Rand Daily Mail said the un- 


identified youth died when police 
opened fire on the crowd of 5,000.

protesters, mainly students 


boycotting classes, gathered at Ja- 
babu in the sprawling township of a 
million blacks. 


Police said one beer hall was set on 


fire and several cars were overturned 
and burned in the all-black township 
15 miles south of Johannesburg. Rein- 
forcements were moved into the area 
to protect fire trucks. 


The midafternoon demonstration, fi- 


nally dispersed by tear gas shells, 
lasted for hours. Soweto was quiet by 
evening.

Clean air bill wins Senate approval 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate Thursday gave 


strong approval to a bill to move the nation toward 
clean air within the pressures of energy supply and 
economic growth. 


The vote was 78 to 13. Backers called it a realistic 


approach to the environment. Critics said it bows to 
industry and makes it easy to continue pollution. 


The House began debate Wednesday on a different 


clean air bill. When completed, the Senate and the 
House will have to iron out differences. 


In some ways, the Senate bill toughens the 1970 Clean 


Air Act; in others, it postpones or relaxes them. It 
would: 


• Give automakers more time to reach exhaust 


standards, despite Sen. Gary Hart's contention of a 
"bow to auto industry pressures." 


• Give cities more time to improve and try new 


forms of mass transit. 


• Require that areas with clean air should not suffer 


"significant deterioration." This would be done by regu- 
lating new sources of pollution. 


• Let the federal environmental protection adminis- 


trator specify design standards for some things spewing 
harmful substances. 


• 
Allow an extension of the deadline for emission 


standards for industries switching from a scarce fuel to 
coal. 


• Establish a National Air Quality Commission to 


list clean-air regions and document pollution in the con- 
text of economic growth and employment. 


• Require studies to see if aerosol sprays threaten 


the atmosphere.

in a Chowchilla court for the first 
time Wednesday in a hearing without 
incident. 


Yanowitz said he wanted the trial 


moved to northern California, pre- 


sumably the San Francisco area. The 
suspects all are from prominent fami- 
lies on the peninsula south of San 
Francisco. 


Gagen said he wanted the trial in a 


large urban area like San Francisco, 
Oakland or San Diego. Chowchilla is a 
central California farming community 
with a population of 5,500. 


The suspects, all of whom pleaded 


Innocent, are being held in widely sep- 
arated cells in the Alameda County 
Jail in Oakland.

Cop suspended 
for alleged rioting 


The suspension of a Chicago policeman for allegedly participat- 


ing in a riot July 17 in which a group of whites disrupted black 
marchers In Marquette Park was announced Thursday. Police 
Supt. James M. Rochford said Kenneth E. Earner was suspended 
Wednesday night on charges of conduct unbecoming an officer 
after photographs taken by police showed Earner engaged in vio- 
lent activity. The photos showed Earner, who was off duty, in the 
midst of a crowd of whites hurling rocks and bottles at the march- 
ers. None of the photographs showed Earner throwing anything, 
authorities said. Sixty-three persons were arrested and 28 were 
injured in the violence. The protest march was aimed at alleged 
housing segregation in the area. It was headed by the Dr. Martin 
Luther B. King Jr. Movement. 


4 lose medicaid rights

to federal charges they conspired in illegal wiretapping while each 
was head of the Illinois Bureau of Investigation.

10. and the attorneys will hold a pretrial conference Aug. 19, at the 
request of government prosecutors. Both Ware and Gliebe are free 
on their own recognizance. Ware was been relieved of his post as 
deputy Chicago police superintendent and is serving as special 
assistant to Police Chief James Rochford pending outcome of the 
case. A federal grand jury indicted the two July 27, charging each 
with a conspiracy count which alleged they authorized wiretaps 
and listening devices from 1970 through 1972 without court orders.

High court urged 
to hurry RTA suit 


The Illinois Supreme Court was asked Thursday to expedite a 


hearing on a suit challenging the legality of the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority's fiscal 1977 budget. Attorney Richard M. 
Kates, representing the two Chicago attorneys who sued the RTA, 
filed the petition in Springfield where the court planned to hear 
arguments on the appeal in September. The two attorneys chal- 
lenged the RTA's $177.7 million budget passed on July 19 on 
grounds that state law required passage of a budget by July 1, 
when the fiscal year began. Cook County Circuit Court Judge Ar- 
thur L. Dunne dismissed the suit on July 23, noting that public 
transportation was "essential to the public health and welfare." 
Kates appealed the ruling directly to the Illinois Supreme Court, 
which agreed to hoar the case, but said it could not hear argu- 
ments until at least Sept. 13, when the court's summer recess 
ends. It also was disclosed Thursday that RTA attorneys withdrew 
a petition asking the court to order Illinois Sec. of State Michael J. 
Hewlett to place funds in a special transportation fund for the 
RTA. Howlett had directed his staff and State Treasurer Alan J. 
Dixon on July 19 to withhold money from the RTA until the valid- 
ity of the budget was determined. After Dunne dismissed the suit, 
however, Howlett rescinded the order. The RTA is expected to 
receive $15 million from Hewlett's office from motor vehicle taxes, 
deputy Sec. of State Edward F. Callahan said. Callahan said the $15 
million Is part of a total of $98 million in state funds that will go 
Into the RTA budget. The rest of the money will come from feder- 
al grants. 


4Bill uill help Southern Illinois' 


Ten Southern Illinois counties, particularly 
financially-strapped 


Pope County, with Shawnee National Forest lands within their 
boundaries would benefit if a bill passed by the House, Thursday 
becomes law. Rep. Paul Simon. D-III., said. The in-lieu-of-tax pay- 
ments bill, which moves to the Senate, would provide a 75 cents an 
acre floor under payments to counties with federal government 
owned forest and grasslands, Simon said in a statement. "This 
contrasts sharply with the 9 cents per acre fee paid to the 10 
Shawnee Forest counties in Southern Illinois," Simon said. Simon 
said the current ln-lleu-of-taxes payment for counties within the 
Shawnee amounts to 25 per cent of the profits from forest oper- 
ations and is divided proportionately according to federal land 
holdings within the counties. He said the current formula "is in-i 
adequate for counties like Pope in which one-third of the land in 
the county is owned by the federal government."

Dodds, 727 S. Belmont Ave., faces 


federal charges that he embezzled 
and misapplied $18,000 in bank funds 
during the period between April 22, 
1971 and July 12, 1971. Dodds, son of 
bank Pres. Douglas Dodds, was the 
bank's auditor during 1971. 


He is now on a leave of absence as 


bank vice president. 


His indictment came in the wake of 


a Herald investigation that disclosed 
how loans from the First Arlington 
National Bank were approved in 1974 
for a restaurant firm for which Dodds 
served as a director. 


THE INVESTIGATION also dis- 


closed that the bank was the target of 
a federal inquiry and that the bank 
had been named as a defendant in 
several multimillion dollar lawsuits 
s t e m m i n g 
from 
alleged 
mis- 


management. 


One of the suits, brought by Barney 


Kogen, the owner of a former Pala- 
tine boat shop, is scheduled to be 
heard in a federal district court in 
Houston, Tex., on Sept. 15, Kogen said 


this week. 


Kogen, owner of Barney's Boats, 


has accused the bank of violating a 
federal bankruptcy court protection 
order when its officials allegedly re- 
moved boats from the Palatine store 
on Feb. 21. 


The bank was among the creditors 


of the boat firm, which filed a federal 
bankruptcy petition last year.

was begun to build the library a home 
of its own. In 1948, voters approved an 
S(if).l)OI) referendum to build a library 
for Arlington Heights. 


The new library, named Memorial 


in honor of America's war dead, was 
located on Miner Street across from 
Recreation Park. 


In 1953. card holders numbered 


4,1)00 in a town of 10,000. There were 
14,1)01) books and magazines available 
and 
IUU more were being added 


monthly 


The new library proved too popular 


in some quarters and signs directing 
people to it were removed from the 
village streets in 1954. It seems that 
transients wore using the library as a 
comfort station and a resting point in 
their wanderings. 


MOKE MATERIALS were added to 


the library after a 19W) referendum. 
As welcome as the new materials 
were, they did not help space, already 
strained with its collection of books 
and magazines. 


The first "library" in 
Arlington Heights was housed 
in the homo of Effie and Lucy 
Shgpard, 310 N. Dimton Ave., 
two blocks from the present 
library. 


Once again the voters supported the 


library at the polls by approving a 
$1.3 
million referendum in 1966 to 


build the present building. 


In 1968 the books were again packed 


up to be moved into the new building. 
The next year, voters approved anoth- 
er referendum; this $500,000 in bonds 
purchased additional books. 


Arlington Heights Memorial Library 


joined the North Suburban Library 
System in 1973, enabling residents to 
use other community libraries and 
their collections and extending the 
courtesy to card holders from those 
member towns. 


The library received its first set 


back at the polls in 1975 when an ex- 
pansion 
referendum was 
rejected. 


However, voters approved $750,000 for 
additional books and other materials 
leaving the library board with more 
books and. once again, not enough 
room to house them. 


Plans for the expansion were modi- 


fied and placed before voters in Feb- 
ruary 1976. This time, the $2.25 mil- 
lion expansion measure passed. 


WITH GROUND breaking for the 


addition two months away, Dempsey 
said the library will continue to grow. 


''Success breeds success. The more 


we can meet the public's needs, the 
more often they will come back. Our 
?oal is to put the book into the hand of 
the borrower when he wants it," 
Dempsey said. 


It is doubtful that the six women 


who began collecting books for the vil- 
lage would recognize today's library 
with its films, concerts, puppet shows 
and lectures.

Ms. Kane said the veto is "going to 


make it harder for us to get reduc- 
tion-in-force language at the bargain- 
ing table. The seniority concept is the 
big boogey man. In the private sector 
they lay off in an orderly way. Why 
should teachers be any different?" 


• Eliminate the need for school dis- 


tricts to roll back tax rates as the 
amount of state aid increases. This 
will allow schools to propose new tax 
increases without facing the loss of 
state aid. 


• Modify the formula for calcu- 


lating attendance figures for the pur- 
poses of state aid payments. This will 
allow school districts with declining 
enrollments to average attendance 
figures over the past three years and 
reduce the amount state aid that will 
be lost. 


• Change the penalty formula lev- 


ied against schools that do not meet 
the minimum number of class days. 
This will save Chicago schools about 
$24 million in penalties that were lev- 
ied because the schools closed 16 days 
early this spring. Chicago still must 
pay $32 million in penalties. 


• Include a "hold-harmless" provi- 


sion that attempts to guarantee that 
no school district will receive less 
state aid this year because of the 
changes. 


• Allow Downstate school districts 


to include transportation costs in com- 
puting how much state aid will be re- 
ceived. 


• Reduce the qualifying rate for 


unit and elementary school districts, 
making il easier to qualify for the 
maximum state aid payments. 


The single portion of the formula 


bill that Walker vetoed would have re- 
quired school districts to layoff teach- 
ers on the basis of seniority. Teachers 
with less service would have been the 
first fired. 
State Rep, Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, the 


chief sponsor of the bill, said he was 
pleased with Walker's action. Jaffe's 
original bill contained only the provi- 
sions to eliminate the tax rate roll- 
back and compute attendance. 


HOWEVER, a coalition of legisla- 


tors, mostly Chicago Democrats, used 
the bill as a vehicle for a major for- 
mula revision approved in the spring 
session. 


They also tacked on the features 


that will keep Chicago schools from 
paying the full penalty for early clos- 
ing.

Local leaders see mixed promises in bill 


The mixed bag of promises included 


in the school-aid formula bill signed 
Thursday by Gov. Daniel Walker 
brought mixed reactions from North- 
west suburban school officials. 


Administrators 
in districts 
with 


declining enrollments and those that 
will benefit from the elimination of the 
tax rollback said they were pleased 
with the bill's passage. But officials in 
districts that will not benefit from 
those provisions said they will lose 
money as their share of state aid is 
divided among the districts covered 
by the bill. 


School officials said they were not 


sure exactly how much the formula 
changes would help or hurt them be- 
cause Walker has not revealed how 
much state money will be available 
for education. 


William Henkel, a lobbyist for local 


school districts, said, "I don't think 
any school district in this state is go- 
ing to know where it stands until Dec. 
1 at the very earliest. It has to be a 
record as far as putting people in the 
dark." 


OFFICIALS IN districts with declin- 


i n g enrollments, including River 
Trails Dist. 26 and Mount Prospect 
Dist. 57, said they expect passage of 
the bill to help their districts. 


Ralph Beaudoin, Dist. 26 business 


manager, said the provision allowing 
districts to average their daily attend- 
ance figures over the last three years 
will have "considerable impact" on 
Dist. 26. "We have about $75,000 a

Jaffe said.

Locally, only the high school dis- 
tricts have had to roll back their 
taxes to abide by this law. 


"WE'RE HAPPY TO have the roll- 


back eliminated," said Robert Weber, 
Dist. 214 associate superintendent for 
business services. He said local tax- 
payers will have to pay more taxes to 
offset losses in state aid caused by the 
bill's changes in the formula. "We 
can get ahold of the money by simply 
increasing our taxes," Weber said. 


Weber said he is unhappy that the 


bill gives an advantage to unit dis- 
tricts by allotting those districts a 
greater portion of state aid. 


tion of the income tax withheld ear- 
lier.

WASHINGTON - (LENS) - The 


specter of Eugene McCarthy, former 
senator, ex-Democrat and now inde- 
pendent candidate for the presidency,

vention in the form of a poll suggest- 
ing he could win 5-10 per cent of the 
vote in November. That is nothing 
compared with McCarthy's strength 
when he posed a mortal threat to 
President Johnson in 1968, but it was 
enought to cause alarm. 


Carter's camp is, or was, worried 


by the shallowness of his support 
among liberals. Should they begin to 
drift away, McCarthy would be an ob- 
vious pole of attraction. Almost all his 
votes would be subtracted from Car- 
ter's total, and if there were a close 
race with the Republicans for the 
large northern states, such a margin 
could make the difference. 


Justified or not, these fears were 


strong enough to provide the liberals 
on Carter's staff, or rather those 
members of it anxious to placate the 
liberals in the party at large, with an 
argument for picking Senator Walter 
Mondale as the vice-presidential nom- 
inee. For influencing Carter's final 
choice, however indirectly, McCarthy 
can take a degree of credit. It does 
not help his own solitary struggle. 


He is on the ballot in only seven 


states, although he is ready to be cer- 
tified in 20 more and looks forward to 
inclusion in 40-45 by the time of the 
election. Even should he reach that 
target, the Carter-Mondale ticket for 
the Democrats cannot have bright- 
ened his prospects.

Gerald Ford's 
political pussle

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Confident he will win his party's nomi- 


nation, President Ford is searching for a running mate who can do 
him some good in the fall election. 


He doesn't put it that way. He says he is looking first for some- 


one who is best qualified to step up to the presidency. Second, the 
running mate must be ideologically in tune with Ford — which 
would put him from moderate to conservative. 


But he also is looking for the person who will be a dynamic 


campaigner against the formidable Jimmy Carter-Walter Mondale 
ticket. 


In his wooing of southern delegates, there are indications Ford 


may have assured would be supporters that he would not choose a 
"liberal" from the GOP ranks. 


But, on the other hand, some members of the moderate to liber- 


al wing of the party are hoping that he does not pick former Texas 
Gov. John B. Connally. 


Ford is fond of Connally and admires his style immensely. Con- 


nallv's supporters are mounting a drive to get him the No. 2 spot 
on the ticket. 


In addition, Connally has been trying to drum up delegates for 


Ford, and he has promised to do anything he can to help the 
President. 


But some elements of the party believe Connally, acquitted of 


bribery charges in the milk scandal case, may be vulnerable to 
political attack. 


Carter's kick off campaign speech in New Hampshire earlier 


this week in which he lashed out against the "Nixon-Ford" era is 
strong evidence that the shadow of the Watergate scandal may 
haunt the campaign. 


Some political observers who have talked to Ford lately believe 


there may be some slippage in his reported preference for Con- 
nally. 


Ford is soliciting advice from a wide spectrum of Republicans 


including members of Congress, party leaders, and delegates. 


Whether he is swayed by any of the advice remains to be seen. 


But the polling may give him a better picture of how the leading 
candidates stack up. 


Ronald Reagan's campaign manager, John Sears, has been try- 


ing to egg on Ford to name his running mate before the conven- 
tion. But Ford plans to take his time, and many of his advisers are 
urging him not to make his move until he nails the presidential 
nomination. 


Ford is playing his cards close to the chest. He has learned it 


would be illegal to have the FBI run any checks on possible vice 
presidential nominees, so Ford will have to devise other means of 
determining whether a running mate will be acceptable in terms 
of finances, health, and personal history. 


Ford feels he is on familiar enough terms with the dozen or so 


persons who have been mentioned often as possible running 
mates. Nevertheless, he would have to delve a little deeper to 
avoid some of the political pitfalls of recent years on the question 
of vice presidents. 


Some of the pundits believe that Ford now has a wider choice 


because of Reagan's selection of Sen. Richard Schweiker, R-Pa., 
who has a liberal voting in Congress, to be his running mate. 


The move forced Connally out of his neutral position. It also 


revived hopes of some of the Northeast Republicans that Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller might be in the running for the 
job again.

Immediate jump 
in gas price urged 


A federal appeals judge suggested Thursday that a $1.5 billion 


increase in natural gas prices go into immediate effect, but with 
producers required to make refunds if the hike is reduced later by 
the Federal Power Commission. Judge Harold Levanthal made the 
suggestin during two hours of oral arguments between gas con- 
sumer representatives and an FPC lawyer. Consumers asked Le- 
vanthal and two other appellate judges to continue blocking the 
price increases at least until October, giving the commission time 
lo reconsider its new price regulations. The FPC ruled July 27 that 
natural gas producers could nearly triple the price charged at the 
wellhead. A two-judge court temporarily blocked the increase and 
the FPC appealed to the full three-judge court. 


Coal strike stops 100,000 


Pickets from West Virginia, vowing to keep up their production- 


crippling coal strike until "we are beaten or win," forced nearly 
all Ohio and western Pennsylvania miners off the job Thursday, 
halting a back-to-work movement. About 100,000 miners in seven 
states were idled as the strike over federal court interference in 
mine labor disputes, now in its third week, escalated in Ohio, 
Kentucky, Pennsylvania, and Illinois.

Officials specifically charged 
Uniroyal with systematic sex and race discrimination at its facto- 
ry in Mishawaka, Ind.

A congressional subcommittee has 


proposed federal laws designed to pro- 
tect condominium owners and buyers 
from a number of common abuses 
that have arisen in recent years. Ulti- 
mate passage of such a law would ex- 
tend the hand of federal regulation 
into yet other areas of private enter- 
pirse, particularly builders and land- 
lords. 


The proposed laws would require, 


among other things: 


• Disclosure provisions, required 


by the seller, which would give the 
buyer detailed information on financ- 


ing, construction and projected oper- 
ational expenses. 


• A 15-day cooling off period during 


which the buyer would have the right 
to cancel the agreement, even though 
he may already have signed it. 


• Warranties against construction 


defects, running for one year in new 
buildings, and for two years in con- 
verted buildings (those which are con- 
verted from rented apartments to 
owned condominiums). 


The legislation would impose con- 


siderable costs on the sellers, which 
no doubt would be passed on to the 
buyers. Ironically, these major ele- 
ments of the law serve as a form of 
buyer's guide which, if carefully fol- 


lowed by would-be buyers, would 
eliminate the need for the law: 


• Don't sign the contract until you 


have received detailed information 
from the seller regarding financing, 
construction and projected operating 
expenses. For your added protection, 
have this information included in the 
contract as basic representations of 
the seller, the ultimate falsity of 
which could provide you with grounds 
to rescind the contract. Your lawyer 
can do this for you. If the seller balks, 
watch out. 


• You don't need a law to tell you 


not to sign any contracts without tak- 
ing ample time to study the deal. 


• Shop for your own best warranty, 


and make sure whoever gives it will 
be around to honor it. That's the im- 
portant part. 


With the heavy majority of the na- 


tion's condos clustered in a handful of 
states, state laws should be adequate 
to control abuses, but the best control 
is the educated buyer.

Microfilm goes into computer field 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The elec- 


tronic computer, despite its remark- 
able functional and storage capacity, 
is facing a very real challenge from 
micro-photography in business and re- 
search. 


Of course, the computer will not be 


displaced. 


D. W. McArthur, vice president of 


the microfilm products division of the 
3M Co., St. Paul, says, however, it is 
certain the computer will be unable to 
continue to compete in cost with mi- 
crographics in an increasing number 
of operations. 


MCARTHUR said he believes this 


even though computers use semi- 
conductor chips the size of a man's 
thumb to carry out as many as 50,000 
functions and may in the future be 
able to carry out 500,000 functions 


with a chip that size. 


But microfilm also has a fantastic 


capacity to store data that can be eas- 
ily located and retrieved and can be 
more easily and clearly read on read- 
ing machines and reader-printout ma- 
chines than computer stored data can 
be read on the cathode ray tube, sim- 
ilar to the television screen, McArthur 
said. 


He said 5,000 letter-sized pages of 


data can be stored on a microfilm 
cassette no bigger than a pack of 
cigarettes. This film cannot be erased 
and used for rerecording like the com- 
puter's magnetic tape or disk but it is 
cheaper to make and can be viewed 
with cheaper equipment. The micro- 
disk system uses the laser beam for 
scanning.

It's taken me a day and a half to get them 
the way I like' — well, I think he took that from me," he said, 
glancing sideways to costar Jack Gilford for a nod of agreement. 
"[ always carry my own pillow and sheets wherever I go." 


And no matter if Nell Simon actually patterned "The Sunshine 


Boys" after the successful vaudeville team of Smith and Dale, he 
couldn't hove found two more appropriately schooled comedians to 
carry the roles than Gilford and Berle, who are presently appear- 
ing at Arlington Park Theatre. 


Not only is Berle familiar with all of Simon's works; he knows of 


many eccentric situations and actors that suggested characters 
and story plots to Simon. It only seems logical, then, that Berle's 
pillows would fit in somewhere. 


"I can remember when Laurel and Hardy were singles." 


"I CAN', TOO." said Gilford, who arrived for the interview with 


Berle, informally dressed in white tennis shorts and polo shirt. 


"And I want to tell you something about Milton. He bridged that 


whole important period — the '20s and '30s. George Burns, Jack 
Benny and Groucho were a part of that time, too, only Milton was 
younger," continued Gilford "Those were the days when one had 
to shout on stage because there were no microphones. Only when 
the talkies came in did they invent microphones." 


"And Milton was the first big name in entertainment to go over 


to television," he added. 


Berle will always be remembered as "Uncle Miltie" though he 


goes back much farther, to the days of silent films when he made 
his screen debut at the age of 5 in "Tillie's Punctured Romance" 
with Charlie Chaplin. 


"You know, Jack, I've always been late," said Berle. "I exposed 


myself too early. I was making a good salary in 1946 in nightclubs.

co^t $750,000. They couldn't even do it," said Berle. 


"In 1950 I received one of the first big salaries in Vegas — 


S.in.nnn But it wasn't ME then. That's what I mean, Jack. I was 
always late financially," laughed Berle. 


"But you blazed a great trail," said Gilford, who is one of Berle's 


most vocal fans. 


Though not in frequent contact with one another (they reside on 


opposite coasts. Berle in Beverly Hills, Cal., Gilford in Greenwich 
Village. N.Y.I. "There isn't a July 12 that I don't receive a birth- 
day card from him," said Berle. 


". . . or a curse." interrupted a smiling Gilford who remains, 


after all. Indebted to Berle. He was discovered by "Mr. Tele- 
vision" and that's another story the two like to tell. 


"I walked into this cosmetic store to buy some lipstick . . . for 


myself." said Berle in a higher than usual voice. 


(JILFORD WAS the sales clerk. And when he noticed Berle, he 


was ready to audition on the spot. 


"I asked him what he could do," said Berle. 
"I remember I needed a hat for one of my routines. Milton was 


wearing one. But I was afraid to ask and afraid to reach out and 
grab it. I thought he'd walk out," said Gilford, who managed to do

Sorceress Sarah Caldwell 


Performs feats of musical magic 


Sarah Caldwell 


by LOIS HENDERLONG 


At the very least, I'd expected 


her to produce a black silk top hat 
and pull out a few white rabbits. 


After all, this was Sarah Cald- 


well, musical sorceress, conjurer 
of the arts world. Here was the 
head of the Opera Company of 
Boston, the lady who's been called 
a "mistress of illusion" by no less 
an authority than Studs Terkel. 
Anyone who can engineer the in- 
tricacies of Prokofiev's "War and 
Peace" and can persuade singers, 
not always the most tractable of 
creatures, to move gracefully and 
logically on stage should be able 
to perform more mundane feats 
as a matter of course. 


THERE WAS NO hint of the 


h i d d e n enchantress at first 
glance. There was simply a se- 
date-looking woman with a low, 
unhurried voice, and an unruffled 
manner. Her face a bit wan after 
the long journey to Chicago and a 
weekend 
of hard work, Sarah 


Caldwell hardly looked the imp 
that someone who's heard of her 
famed mischievous wit might ex- 
pect. 


Those who've seen her produc- 


tions are still chuckling and mar- 
veling over memories of her cut- 
ups and flights of staging fancy — 
the glass that actually shattered 
as a singer hit the ultimate high 
note, the Trojan horse that looked 
Trojan size because the soldiers 
who crawled out of it were ac- 
tually children. . . Those ol us 
who've merely heard of the ex- 
ploits can just wait and hone we'll 
be part of the audience when she 
comes up with her next scheme. 


On this particular day, as she 


shuttled from interview to inter- 
view in a chauffeured limousine, 
Sarah Caldwell had two pressing 
items on her mind: Ravinia Park, 
where she was to conduct an op- 
era excerpt and orchestra concert 
Tuesday night, and. . . what else 
but the Boston opera company? It 
never quite seems to leave her 
consciousness. 


BUT BEFORE she could get on 


to these matters, feminism raised 
its uneasy head at each interview 
and she was compelled to say that 
she doesn't see herself as the liv- 
ing, breathing Messiah of op- 


pressed females. No, she says, 
she doesn't consider herself Sarah 
Symbol; she may have been the 
first woman to conduct at New 
York's Metropolitan Opera in its 
nearly-100-year existence, but she 
was in the pit because she was a 
competent conductor, not in spite 
of the fact she was a woman con- 
ductor. 


And once she was through deal- 


ing with Sarah Caldwell as per- 
sonality/ social symbol, there 
were a few other demons she had 
to exorcise. Whether she does or 
does not wear carpet slippers to 
performances, 
where 
she does 


and does not sleep (it's been ru- 
mored she catnaps in the aisle of 
Boston's old opera theater during 
rehearsal breaks) and innumer- 
able other private details become 
very public when the media starts 
probing. Ms. Caldwell expects re- 
porters to have as much respect 
for her privacy as she has for 
theirs. The play's the thing, 
she'll tell you — and the music. 


THEN SHE EXPLAINED the 


myriad machinations of her Ra- 
vinia appearance, a particular 


challenge because Supersoprano 
Beverly Sills was ill and long-time 
Caldwell cohort Donald Gramm 
was flying in at the last minute to 
pinch-hit. The program had to be 
retailored for the switch and with 
the concert only a day and a half 
away, there was no sign of the 
music she had just ordered. As it 
turned out, the orchestral parts 
didn't turn up till a few hours be- 
fore the rehearsal, but you'd cer- 
tainly never have been able to tell 
tension was building from the un- 
shakable calm Sarah Caldwell 
was radiating. 


Once all these talk topics are 


out of the way, she gladly talked 
about the transformation of art 
into life that she tries to make 
happen onstage. 


"I'm not aiming for scholarship 


in a vacuum — but for making a 
piece have the impact it did when 
it was first being done," she told 
Terkel. 


Creating the production not only 


with respect but with spontaneity 
and imagination, she implies, is 
what keeps opera from turning

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Olympics music album 
a memento of 76 Games 


From the music of the Montreal 


Olympic Games to some bright new 
British pop sounds, there is plenty of 
new music to brighten the summer. 


• "Music of the Official Ceremo- 


nies, Games of the XXI Olympiad 
Montreal 1976" (Polydor of Canada). 
This import, now available locally, is 
mainly the music of Montreal-born, 
child prodigy Andre Mathieu (1929- 
J968). 


Mathieu, who began composing at 


age 4, combines traditional, classical 
and modern styles. His "Ballet of the 
Closing Ceremony" Is the best ex- 
ample. Traditional Indian rhythms 
are Interwoven with modern styles, 
soaring choruses and the high shim- 
mering violin tones Mathieu always 
favored. 


Arranger-conductor 
Victor Vogel 


has skillfully brought together Math- 
ieu's music to serve as a unifying 
force behind the Olympic games. 
Most of the music will be familiar 
from the television coverage of the 
games, such as "Olympic Chimes" 
played before each medal ceremony, 
the three versions of the "March of 
the Athletes" and "The Olympic Can- 
tata" with French lyrics by Louis 
Chantigny. 


The album Is a testimony to Vogel's 


skill. Mathieu's genius and the memo- 
ry of the games themselves. 


• "Im Nearly Famous" by Cliff 


Richard (Rocket). Richard has been a 
star in England since 1958, first as a 
teenage singing idol, then as a star of 
such lightweight movies as "Summer 
Holiday" which can still be caught on 
"The Lake Show." In recent years, 
Richard has begun emerging as a 
singing star, and this album could 
make him a star in America, too. 


T h e infectious, 
low-key "Devil 


Woman" is the album's single and it 
is a hit. But it isn't the album's only 
good song. There also is the title song, 
a '50s-ish rocker, and the ballads 
"Miss You Nights" and 
"If You 


Walked Away." Richard's falsetto is 
good on "I Can't Ask For Anymore 
Than You," and "It's No Use Pre- 
tending" is a solid mid-tempo num- 
ber. No band credits are given, but I 
suspect that's Elton John singing 
backup on the latter. 


• "Red Tape" by Atlanta Rhythm 


Section (Polydor). This band of for- 
mer studio musicians is 
incredibly 


tight. They make up one of the best 
bands in the business, playing South- 
e r n - t i n g e d rock that Hows so 
smoothly. Listen to "Jukin" or the in- 
strumental part of "Another Man's 
Woman." It's as good music as you'll 
get anywhere, 


I highly recommend any of the 


band's five albums, but this one In 
particular shows improvements both 
in Rwuiie Hammond's singing and the 
group's songwrlting. As before, Barry 
Bailey's lead guitar is clean and im- 
pressive. 


• "Whistling Down the Wire" by 


David Crosby and Graham 
Nash 


(ABC). Generally it is a softer album 
with less memorable melodies than

last year's fine "Wind On the Water" 
album. Still, there is a good kick to 
"Spotlight," and "Out of the Dark- 
ness" has a lingering melody, both 
songs aided by the infusion of addi- 
tional songwriting help, guitarist Dan- 
ny Kootch and pianist Craig Doerge, 
respectively. 


Crosby and Nash have set aside the 


political polemics for love songs and 
ballads, and their new music is con- 
sistently entertaining. 


• "Rebel" by John Miles (London). 


This is a good, varied debut that dem- 
onstrates both Miles' singing ability 
and songwriting in a wide range. He 
also proves to be a good guitarist. 


The music includes ballads, rockers 


and mid-tempo songs, all given at- 
mosphere by Alan Parsons' produc- 
tion. The band is basically a trio, but 
Miles' keyboards and some orchestral 
help often lead to a full sound. 


Highlights of the album are his 


single, "Highfly," and the lengthy 
"You Have It All" and "Pull the 
Damn Thing Down." "When You Lose 
Someone So Young" is a touching bal- 
lad.

"ON WATCH: A MEMOIR," 


BY ADM. ELMO R. ZUMWALT JR. 


(Quadrangle, $12.30) 


Adm. 
Zurmvalt 
ended 
his dis- 


tinguished 30-year naval career on a 
sour note, at odds with the Nixon ad- 
ministration that he had hoped to ad- 
mire. 


His central charge has been amply 


reported in the press — that Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger is con- 
vinced the tfnited States has passed 
its peak and is on the decline. 


Whether or not the admiral inter- 


prets Kissinger correctly, he makes a 
strong case that U.S. naval power 
compared with that of the Soviet 
Union has declined fearsomely under 
the policy of detente. 


Zumaalt's quiet rage rises often at 


the frequency with which decisions of 
military 
consequence were 
taken 


without consultation with the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 


THE ADMIRAL always has been a 


direct 
man, even 
when 
he 
was 


shackled by military discipline. Now 
retired after four years as Chief of 
Naval Operations (the youngest in his- 
tory), he airs his views on people and 
events with candor and vehemence.

President ("It wasn't easy to keep 
hold of your 'integrity or honor or 
pride when you worked for Richard 
Nixon.") 


Such forthrightness gives this mem- 


oir a force and believability that tran- 
scend the admiral's open bias toward 
a strong navy. With the same blunt- 
ness, he goes into such hassles as the 
"admirals spy ring," the easing of 
naval dress regulations and his con- 
frontation with Adm. Hyman G. Rick- 
over over an all-nuclear navy. 


For civilian and military alike, this 


Is worthwhile, engrossing reading.

If this biography of Benjamin Dis- 


raeli seems overly oriented toward his 
political life, that is because 19th cen- 
tury British politics were "Dizzy's" 
life. If his reputation rested solely on 
his novels, he would be forgotten to- 
day. 


But the flamboyant dandy who be- 


c a m e Britain's first 
Jewish-born 


prime minister is one of the most fas- 
cinating characters in the history of 
politics. 


He was an opportunist who trimmed 


his sails to the requirements of the 
Tory landowners, large and small, 
who were his main backers through- 
out his career. His charm and wit 
were legendary — he even managed 
to win over an antipathetic Queen Vic- 
toria by flattering her extravagantly. 


He opposed reform, then pushed 


through a reform bill which enfran- 
chised 
millions of workers, 
and 


enacted considerable social reforms. 
He ridiculed Liberal foreign policy, 
but scored many of his own most no- 
table successes in the foreign field. 


The author, chairman of the history 


department of Washington University, 
St. Louis, Mo., concludes that if Dis- 
raeli was not the paragon many Con- 
servatives imagine him, he deserves 
much credit for progressive legisla- 
tion in mid-century Britain.

a few on-the-spot imitations and improvisations. Berle invited him 
on his show. 


However this is the first time they have worked together since 


1951. 


"It's a big kick to see us doing this play together," said Berle. 
"Remember the scene (in "The Sunshine Boys") where Willie 


and Al are constantly fighting over names?" asked Gilford. 


"We take it with us, We have a festival just sitting around 


talking. Milton fills me in on the history. We never have just idle 
talk." 


"THE SUNSHINE BOYS" dotes on vaudeville. Mel Brooks' new 


movie spoofs the silent film era. W. C. Fields has become a comic 
hero. 


But Berle disputes the idea we're on the verge of a comedy 


revival. 


"Funny is funny. For every revival of Chaplin or Laurel and 


Hardy, there's a new group coming up. Nothing is old that's new 
and nothing's new that's old. Do you understand what I mean?" 


Yet he admits, "Where entertainment is concerned, youngsters 


are on a nostalgic kick. They want to hear all about it." 


Berle's 14-year-old son Billy, who is staying with him at Arling- 


ton Park Hilton, knows every one of his Dad's jokes. Nor does he 
hesitate to criticize when he's not building model airplanes or 
hanging out around real ones. 


"He's aeronautical crazy. If you could get a license to fly at 14, 


he'd have one. He already knows how," said Berle. 


But even if there is a greater appreciation for the established 


schools of comedy, Berle and Gilford feel much of the entertain- 
ment scene can never be captured again. 


STARS SELDOM mingle or surprise each other as Berle remem- 


bers doing years ago on the nightclub circuit in New York. 


Once, in between shows, he ran to a nearby theater where Frank 


Sinatra was in the middle of his act. Berle walked out on stage 
and interrupted him to ask, "Which way is the bathroom?" 


He remembers getting the same kind of reaction recently when 


he entered a crowded elevator in Marshall Field's and in a falsetto 
voice inquired, "Which floor, please, is the women's underwear 
on?" 


"Entertainment is needed. Laughs are needed more than ever 


today," said Berle, "But there are fewer places to find them. 


"Vegas, the capital of entertainment, has spoiled nightclub busi- 


ness elsewhere in the country," he said. "Entertainers demand the 
same salaries as they get there. And that's impossible. 


"Also spoiling it, and I guess that's partly my fault, too, is 


television. 


"Another thing . . . and I don't know how you want to word this . 


. . but in cities like Chicago, once meccas of great show business 
and nightclubs, people are afraid to stay out past 9. 


"YOUNG COMICS have it hard even finding places where they 


can practice. I don't think there is a place today for an actor to 
flop In. We used to practice for two years and come out with eight 
minutes of good material," continued Berle. 


Gilford and Berle are having a good time on stage. Each night is 


a little different, particularly the vaudeville scene when the two 
really let loose. 


For Gilford it was difficult learning the straight role of Al Lewis 


since he had played Berle's part on Broadway. For Berle memo- 
rizing the lines was difficult because "Simon is difficult to do." 


When the play closes, Berle plans to return to California and 


vacation two weeks with his wife, Ruth. Then it will be right back 
to work. There is a chance he might be playing the role of Willie 
Clark on television this fall in a new series patterned after "The 
Sunshine Boys." 


Gilford has been singled out for a new Broadway play with 


George Scott. 


"It's really true what you see in this play. I live to work, I work 


to live. Thank goodness, I have my health. But that's why I do. 
I'm healthy because I do work," said Berle.

Enlargement of liver 
has several causes 


Fteeeiitty my husband had a liver scan and was told he lias an 


enlargement of the liver. No medication or diet was prescribed. 
He has an occasional cocktail. 


Having never heard of enlargement — only cirrhosis — is this 


serious? Should he see another doctor? What advice would you 
give? 


A person may develop enlargement of the liver and never know 


it. The liver rests under the ribs on the right side. It fits into the 
dome-shaped right half of the diaphragm. An X ray, liver scan or 
feeling the size of the liver by physical examination is necessary 
to tell if it is enlarged or not, 


A liver may enlarge because the heart fails. The blood accumu- 


lates in the liver and swells it somewhat like a sponge swells when 
it is soaked with water. That is apparently not your husband's 
problem since you mention none of the fairly obvious and severe 
signs of heart disease that causes this type of liver swelling. 


It may enlarge because of accumulation of fat, called fatty liver. 


This can be associated with drinking too much alcohol. The indi- 
vidual drinking alcohol may think he is getting by with it, never 
knowing that his liver is undergoing changes. 


Fatty infiltration of the liver also occurs in a number of medical 


problems. The liver may enlarge with inflammation, as occurs 
with hepatitis. 


To give you more information on enlargement of the liver I am 


sending you The Health Letter number 7-8, Living With Your Liv- 
er. It will give you a brief review of how the liver works and the 
main things thai can happen to it, as well as what one should do to 
protect the liver. Others who want this information can send a 
long, stamped, self-addressed envelope and SO cents.

CIRRHOSIS OF the liver is scarring and eventual contraction of 


the liver. Cirrhosis may develop after enlargement of the liver, 
depending on what caused the enlargement. It can be caused by 
many different diseases, including blockage of drainage of the 
bile. The most common cause, though, is the excess use of alcohol. 


Not knowing what has caused the enlargement of your husband's 


ivcr, it is not possible for me to be specific about what he should 
do about it, I would guess that his doctor did not think it was 
caused by a serious problem or he would have said so and recom- 
mended treatment. 


I do think it would be a very good idea for him to quit drinking 


alcohol in all forms at once. Cirrhosis of the liver, most often 
caused from drinking alcohol, is the fourth most common cause of 
death in American males between the ages of 35 and 54. 


Next, I would recommend that your husband eat a diet reasons 


ably high in protein, obtained mostly from lean meats. These 
contain substances that help prevent the accumulation of fat in the 
liver. A daily all-purpose vitamin tablet is not a bad idea. 


Beyond those generalizations, any specific treatment that might 


be Indicated would depend entirely on the cause of the enlarge- 
ment.

Cotton, rubbing alcohol 


best bet for table stains 


Dear Dorothy: How do you remove a whitish stain from a natu- 


ral-colored dining table caused by water? — H.H. Hanson 


First, your table has to have a good wax finish for any remedy 


to work. The professional way is to dip a piece of absorbent cotton 
in rubbing alcohol, squeeze it almost dry, then rub lightly across 
the stain. If you see the natural finish coming through, sponge 
carefully until it is all uniform. Then wax the entire top. If tbe 
natural finish does not show through on the first sponging, profes- 
sional attention will be needed. 


Dear Dorothy: I've found that cooking rice in the top of the 


double boiler is not only simple, but it comes out beautifully. Put 
the rice and the amount of water necessary with salt and a lump 
of butter in the top of the double boiler, bring to a boil, then let it 
cook over simmering water. It's perfect at 30 minutes and stays 
perfectly it left longer. — Delores Beauchamp 


Dear Doi'othy: This is a tip I discovered at work one day (I'm a 


nurse). If you're unabel to wash out a bloodstain with cold water, 
apply peroxide. It will bleach out the stain; then launder as usual. 
I Imagine peroxide would work on many stains on color-fast mate- 
rials. — Grace Bell 


Peroxide is a great help in that it works quickly but bloodstains 


are not the problem they used to be since the enzyme pre-soaks 
came on the market. Try it someday on protein stains. 


Dear Dorothy: All my major house cleaning is done except the 


messy fireplace screen. Any ideas? — Cynthia Jensen. 


Simple. Use plain stove black.

flowers. It purifies and perfumes the 
air and replenishes our oxygen sup- 
ply. It provides a tremendous variety 


t>f juicy fruits and flavorsome vege- 
tables and supplies food for our meat 
and dairy animals. The plant also pro- 
vide us with nil sorts of sugary treats 
and fragrant spices. One of the most 
tempting spices is cinnamon, which 
comes to us from a tree. 


The handsome cinnamon tree is na- 


tive to the tiny Island country of Sri 
I.anka. Known as Ceylon until 1972, 
Sri Lanka lies about W miles off the 
southeastern coast of India. Although 
only about as large as West Virginia, 
this Indian Ocean isle has been fa- 
mous for more than 2.000 years for its 
sprtces and precious stones. 


A member of the laurel plant fami- 


ly, (he cinnamon tree is a tropical ev- 
ergreen with large, glossy oblong

leaves and tiny, pale yellow flowers. 
The fruit of the tree is shaped tike the 
acorns found on our oaks. When left to 
grow its own way, tiie tree reaches a 
height of 20 to 30 feet. But since the 
fragrant flavor of cinnamon is con- 
centrated in the new growth, the culti- 
vated tree is topped and pruned down 
to a bushy dwarf. When the old wood 
is cut. back, tender new twigs and 
branches sprout, and it is from these 
that the harvest comes. 


There are traces of cinnamon oil 


found throughout the tree except in 
the blossoms, which have a somewhat 
unpleasant odor. The marketable sup- 
ply of connamon is sorted in the inner 
bark of the young woody branches, 
and this generous tree yields its har- 
vest twice each year. The cinnamon 
trees of Sri Lanka are harvested in 
April and November. 


After the bark has been peeled off 


the branches, it is left to dry. The in- 
ner layer that holds the previous spice 
is papery thin, and as it dries it curls 
up and changes color. When ready, 
experts arrive to taste and sniff sam- 
ples of the crop. Each batch is graded 
and sorted according to quality and 
then packed into bundles for sale. 


In our grocery stores we can buy 


stick 
cinnamon or 
the powdered 


form. Regardless of which kind is 
used the result is a spicy magic that 
combines especially well with brown 
sugar, enhancing baked apples, apple 
pie, special cookies and dozens of oth- 
er tasty treats. 


Cinnamon oil is extracted from the 


roots, leaves and fruit of the plant and 
was once used to make special fra- 
grant candles for the king. Later, the 
rich spice was discovered by traders 
and its fame spread around the world. 
Today the spicy tree is grown in 
many countries — but some of the 
world's best cinnamon still conies 


, from its original homeland.

Violence doesn't mean success

MEW YORK (UPD — On television, 


nice guys can finish first and violence 
doesn't always guarantee success. 


That would seem part of the mes- 


sage delivered by Nicholas Johnson, 
former FCC commissioner and head 
of the National Citizens Committee for 
Broadcasting, when he released the 
results of a survey of violence and its 
sponsors on prime time network tele- 
vision for the six. weeks ending July 
23. 


Of the ten shows named least vio- 


lent, all will be back next year. They 
are Bob Newhart. Mary Tyler Moore, 
"Welcome Back, Kotter," "Chico and 
the Man," "Rhoda," "Doc," "The 
Practice." "The Waltons," "Little 


House on the Prairie" and "Barney 
Miller." 


Not so for the ten top violence offer- 


ings. Four have been canceled for 
n e x t 
fall 
— "S.W.A.T.," "The 


Rookies," "Sara" and "Joe Forres- 
ter." 


THREE ARE network movies and 


only three high violence series will 
reurn for another season — "The 
R o c k f o r d 
Files," "Starsky and 


Hutch" and "McMillan-Colombo." 


Johnson, in presenting the violence 


study, cited studies that indicated 
televised violence encourages violent 
behavior in children directly after 
viewing, as well as in later years, and 
desensitizes the audience to the real 
cruelty and violence in American 


society. 


"Television has become a college of 


criminal instruction," he said. "If 
only college credit were offered, it 
could become a back alley 'open uni- 
versity' with courses in how to com- 
mit arson, rape, murder, 
burglary 


and other forms of human depravity." 


Johnson cited cases in which chil- 


dren actually copied violence they had 
seen televised — including a 9-year- 
old boy's attempt to give his teacher 
poisoned chocolates and a 7-year-old 
who slipped ground glass into the 
family stew. 


HE ADDED that neither he nor the 


NCCB wants to purge all violence 
from prime time television in favor of 
an unending parade of situation come- 
dy, 
lovably 
grouchy 
doctors 
and 


homespun family life. It is the excess 
of violence on television, and violence 
for the sake of ratings instead of to 
make an artistic point, that Johnson 
finds objectionable. 


The idea 
behind 
identifying the 


most and least violent programs, and 
who sponsors them, is to make ad- 
vertisers, their agencies and the pub- 
lic aware of who is doing what. John- 
son wants to eliminate the innocent 
bystander — the firm that claims it 
did not realize its commercials were 
paying for violence on television.

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It's a letdown after Jenner and Ender 


MONTREAL - Don't let this dateline fool you. I didn't visit 


Montreal for the Olympic Games. I just feel like I did. 


What did you do Monday evening? I didn't know what to do. 
Where were Sugar Ray and Jim McKay? Jenner and Ender? 


Nadia and Naber? 


What a letdown. For two weeks my entire day was scheduled 


around the visit by the imperturable McKay, the Walter Cronkite 
of the sports announcing field. 


And then, sadly, It ended Sunday evening. 
t felt like calling the television repairman Monday "Hey, some- 


thing's wrong with my set. I can't get McKay on Channel 7, and 
he's always on. There's nobody on now but Fancy and Joel and 
those happy talk people." 


Now, that's a real letdown. 
McKay returned Tuesday night for a two-hour special, but I still 


had to face facts. It was all over for four years, and with Moscow 
hosting the 1980 Games maybe it was all over — period. 


Maybe they are flawed, imperfect and threatened, but there is 


nothing in sports today that grabs me like the Olympics. 


Mitch Kiipchnk of the winning U.S. basketball team said he felt 


"three chills going up and down my body. The first was when I 
stood up on the podium for the victory ceremony. No. 2 was when 
they played the National Anthem, and the third was after the 
National Anthem," 


I felt those same chills, Mitch, and I wasn't even in Montreal. I 


watched those medal ceremonies over and over and felt the same 
excitement. Show me a Super Bowl that even comes close to pro- 
viding those magic moments. 


No event, in or out of sports, provides a television network such 


artistic leeway, such a chance to distinguish itself. It is a nightly 
network spectacle, and ABC is the master under the guidance of 
Roone Pickney (I don't use my middle name because Roone is 
weird enough") Arledge in the control room and McKay before the 
camera.

Arledge, the ABC Sports President, got into televised sports in 


the early I960's after serving as a producer-director for NBC. 
When he started in sports, he saw the problems. All it amounted to 
was going on the road, opening three or four cameras and trying 
not to blow any plays. 


Television was barely documenting the game at that time, but 


just the marvel of seeing a picture was enough to keep people 
glued to their sets. Arledge set out to gel the audience involved 
emotionally, figuring, "If they don't give a damn about the game, 
they might still enjoy the program." 


He was willing to take risks. Somewhere along the line he real- 


ized that the penultimate to the bottom line (yes, the dollar) was 
not the sports event itself, but the image of that event. 


ABC began to use cranes, blimps and helicopters to provide a 


better view of the stadium, the campus and the town in college 
football coverage. They developed hand held cameras for closeups 
and reran the important plays at halftime so they could be 
analyzed. The cameras wandered as your eyes would at a sta- 
dium, 


Arledge came up with the Wide World of Sports concept, cov- 


ering even the most obscure events. "If a man has spent ten or 20 


years perfecting his craft," he said, "then we can give him 10 
minutes." 


He felt Monday Night Football would be a success, but even the 


National Football League originally balked at that idea. Arledge 
was right — again. 


McKay has been the solid rock of ABC Sports since Arledge first 


approached him about anchoring Wide World of Sports. "It may 
involve a little travel," he told McKay. 


McKay is fully able to fill two minutes or two hours on demand 


with perfectly lucid, ad-libbed background reporting that is the 
envy of many of his peers. 


"Oddly, it bothers me not at all," says McKay, "to talk to 


millions of people on television, sometimes in a stress situation. 
I've always had more confidence on stage or in front of a micro- 
phone, but in personal relationships, I'm still very shy." 


Off-camera, his expression is often dour and a little distracted, 


causing some to think him unfriendly. "It's because I'm kind of 
serious-looking," he laments. "I don't mean to be." 


I know I'll miss those regular visits by McKay and his cohorts 


from Montreal. I have already. The Olympic Games are special, 
very special. The end always offers a person hope, so no matter 
what anybody else says, they can't possibly be that bad. 


Heck, I'll even miss watching that montage of a young aspiring 


gold medalist running through the countryside with his dog, intercut 
with his winning the event — a salute to "the persistence and 
determination of America's youth."

Bulls land 
Gilmore in 
NBA draft 


NEW YORK (UPD - The Chicago 


Bulls, encouraged by a league in- 
vestigation that showed no substance 
to a report Artis Gilmore had a heart 
condition paid a designated $1.1 mil- 
lion Thursday [or the 7-2 center in the 
National Basketball Association di&- 
persal draEt of ABA stars. 


Team owners shelled out $2,972.750 


for 12 former Kentucky and St. Louis 
players who were made available for 
purchase when the two clubs were not 
included in the American Basketball 
Association's merger with the NBA. 


"Thr NBA conducted a probe of 


Artis Gllmore's heart condition and 
the investigation found no substance to 
the report he was ailing." said Simon 
Gourdine, (ho NBA deputy commis- 
sioner. "We had medical reports on 14 
of the players as of September, 1975, 
and all checked out. But the owners 
mad* their selections today at their 
oun risk." 


Portland laid out a total of $650,000 


for Maurics Lucas and Moses Malone 
in a bid to dislodge Golden State as 
Pacific Division champion. 


There were 20 names in the dis- 


persal draft, but only 12 players were 
picked. The remaining eight are now 
free agents and can make their own 
deal with NBA clubs. 


Picking second behind Chicago, the 


Atlanta Hawks traded their pick to 
the Portland Trail Blazers for Geoff 
Petrie, a 6-5 guard, and center Steve

ARTIS GILMORE 


Hawes. The Blazers named Lucas as 
their choice and paid $300,000 for his 
services. Portland paid $350,000 for 
Malone when picking in its regular 
turn. 


Other high priced players were 


Marvin Barnes, for whom Detroit 
paid $500,000; Ron Boone, taken by 
Kansas City for $250,000. and William 
"Bird" Averltt, whose $125,000 price 
tag was picked up by Buffalo after the 
Braves acquired his rights in a trade 
with Milwaukee. 


A pair of $50,000 first round players 


were in the hopper as the New York 
Knicks grabbed Randy Denton and 
the Indiana Pacers, a former ABA 
club,1 selected Wilbert Jones. The New 
York Nets, also about to debut in the 
NBA, paid out $60,000 for Jan Van 
Breda Kolff, son of New Orleans coach 
Butch Van Breda Kolff. 


Also taken in the opening round was 


Louie Dampier, by San Antonio for 
$20,000 and Ron Thomas, by Houston 
for $15,000. New Orleans passed after 
it secured Gail Goodrich from the Los 
Angeles Lakers and found no bar- 
gains in the draft. Phoenix, Seattle, 
Philadelphia, 
Buffalo 
Washington, 


Denver and Golden State all passed. 


On the second round, all but Kansas 


City passed and the Kings took Mike 
Ban- for $15,000. There was a third 
round, but no takers. 


Players on the list who were not 


picked include Steve Green, Freddie 
Lewis, Mike D'Antoni, Barry Park- 
hill, Johnny Neumann, Allen Murphy, 
Jim Dan Conner and Jim Baker. 


The Bulls said that under no cir- 


cumstances will they renegotiate the 
contract of Gilmore. 


"We paid for him and he's under 


contract," Bulls' public relations di- 
rector Mike McClure said. "He's a 
Bull and that's It." 


McClure said Gilmore's agent, Herb 


Rudoy, did have discussions with the 
team but they concerned other mat- 
ters. Rudoy could not be reached for 
comment. 


"We simply do not believe in 


renegotiating the contract," McClure 
said. 


The Bulls paid a designated $1.1 


million to the league in order to make 
the purchase. The money goes to pay 
ABA debts and the costs of league ex- 
pansion, McClure said. 


It also gives the Bulls the right to 


pick up the remaining five years of 
Gilmore's 10-year contract with the 
Colonels — reportedly at $200,000 
per year. 


McClure said Gilmore will report to 


Bulls' training camp with the rest of 
the team In September "unless he 
wants to be a door man at the BBC 
(a Chicago night spot)." 


Gilmore and a companion were last 


week refused admission at the night 
spot, although Gilmore said he had 
ample identification. 


"We spent money to

contract," McClure said. "We will 
pay it for the remaining five years 
and that's it. He's a Bull."

"What 
we're saying is we'd rather subsidize 
them with ideas and help them help 
themselves 


"We're told every club in the 


league. 
'Hey, if there's anything 


we're doing that you want to know, 
just ask ' " 


Daley's offer Is not an Idle one and 


it Is no accident that most of the suc- 
cessful teams In the league — those 
drawing In the 15,nun - 20,0110 range — 
have patterned their operations lo a 
large degree on the Seattle approach 
to soccer. 


In fact, If It weren't for Seattle's 


free advice, New York's Pele and 
gypsy promoter Dick Berg's antics in 
San Jose and Dallas, the NASL might 
be headed for yet another embarrass- 
ing pro soccer failure in America. 


Instead, there are seven 
teams 


drawing in seven-figure attendance, 
topped by Seattle's 23,461, and in- 
cluding Minnesota 20,983, Portland at 
20,775, San Jose 18,763, New York 
18,238, Tampa 
16,404 and 
Dallas 


13,896. 


Seattle's advice played a big part in 


the success of the Kicks in Minnesota 
and the Timbers m Portland. The 
Tampa francluse also was influenced. 


"It's absolutely true that Seattle 


had a great Influence on how we did 
It." s»\<> Don Paul, Portland general 
malinger. "They were a tremendous 
help." 


In Minnesota, where the Kicks have 


improved attendance by 500 per cent 
over their draw in Denver last year, 
sales and marketing director Kent 
Kramer reacts much the same way: 


"Jack Daley was more than helpful. 


He was the kind of guy who took me 
under his wing He showed me the op- 
eration from A to Z And we battled 
the Sounders for first place this sea- 
son.

WHEREAS, the various authorities or the village nf 


Arllnsjlon Heights arc uoRnl/ant of the Increiised Incidence 
nf jicts of ViiiuUilism and similar offenses bj iuveniics to 
persons and 
property 
within 
the 
coinmunll) 
and 
WHEREAS, acts of vandalism lire in .such numerous 


proportions ds lo constitute a burden to the people and 
property within the Village of Arlington Heights; and 


WHERKAS. the Village authorities rccOKiilic the need 
to provide the means of controlling this problem In order to 
Insure the safety and well being of persons and lo protect 
nil propert> within the Village of Arlington Heights; and 


WHEREAS, the Village of Arlington Heights believes 
that increased parental legal responsibility for actions of 
their children Is essential for the effective and necessaij 
control, elimination, and punishment of juvenile acts result- 
ing In vandalism and Is in the best Interests of the Village 
of Arlington Heights; and 


WHEREAS, the Village of Arlington Heights l.s a home 
rule municipality within Article VII. Section 6a of the Illi- 
nois Constitution, and that said Village may exercise any 
power and perform any function pertaining to Its govern- 
ment and affairs; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE VIL- 
LAGE OF ARLINGTON HEIGHTS: 
SUCTION ONE: That Chapter 8 of the Municipal Code 


of Arlington Heights, 196B, as amended, be and the same Is 
hereby further amended by adding thereto Article VI relat- 
ing to acts of vandalism and similar offenses by juveniles 
lo persons and property within the community, said Article 
VI shall read as follows: 


"Article VI VnndiiUim.

Death of legionnaires still unsolved 


HARRISBUEG, Pa. (UPI) - As 


Legionnaires began to bury their 
dead, state scientists all but ruled out 
swine flu Thursday and turned to oth- 
er viruses and poisons as possible 
causes of the American Legion illness 
that killed at least 23 persons. 


State Legion Comdr. Joseph V. 


Adams attended two wakes in the 
past two days and Thursday stood by 
silently as the flag-draped casket of 
one of the convention goers, John B. 
Ralph, 41, was lowered into the 
ground at Williamstown. 


"Most families are still in a state of 


shock," he said. "They can't believe 
that it happened that fast." 


With laboratory studies starting to 


come up empty handed, the no-ex- 
pense-spared investigation expanded 
to look at environmental factors 
which might have played a role in the 
disease. It struck at least 161 persons 
whose common link was attending the 
Legion convention two weeks ago in 
Philadelphia. 


The state health dept. was in- 


vestigating a possible 24th illness-re- 


lated death Thursday. A representa- 
tive at St. Francis Hospital in Pitts- 
burgh said Mrs. Elva Hamilton, 73, of 
Upper St. Clair, died of symptoms 
similar to those of earlier victims. 
She was the wife of a Legionnaire and 
attended the convention. 


State Health Sec. Leonard Bachman 


said a team of federal specialists was 
dispatched to examine places where 
Legionnaires congregated to see if the 
ventilating systems might have trans- 
ported some sort of toxic substance

The historical society, which has its 


headquarters and museum in the old 
Kinder House, 777 Lee St.. must move 
from its present location later this 
year to make way for a drive-in facil- 
ity for the Des Plaines Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Assn. 


If city officials deckle to buy the 


Graceland Avenue property, the his- 
torical society plans to move the Kin- 
der House to the new location. 


THE HISTORICAL society is con- 


ducting a drive to raise part of the 
estimated $215.000 to $225,000 it will 
cost to purchase the property and 
move the Kinder House. 


Richard Welch, historical society 


museum director, said board mem- 
b e r s a r e contacting businesses 
throughout the city in attempt to col- 
lect financial contributions. 


"So far we have received one fairly 


strong commitment that I know of for 
$5,000 from a person who wants to re- 
main anonymous," he said. 


The society had scheduled a fund- 


raising dinner last month, but it was 
canceled because of poor response. 
Welch said the dinner may be resche- 
duled after Labor Day so more persons 
can attend. 


In addition to fund-raising efforts, 


grant to pay part of the cost of moving 
the society has applied for a $20,000 
the Kinder House. 


THE GRANT, which would come 


from the National Endowment for the 
Arts, can be used for preserving col- 
lections of aesthetic and cultural sig- 
nificance.

Behrel ends four-decade career today 


by STEVE BROWN 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Beh- 


rel ends his career of service to the 
city today — a career that spans the 
better part of four decades. Looking 
at it another way, Herb Behrel was 
mayor before towns like 
Buffalo 


Grove ever existed. 


Longevity is probably the first trait 


of Behrel's 26-year tenure. He first 
was elected alderman in 1949 and then 
mayor in 1957. But there is much 
more to this man who started and 
ended his political career within the 
city limits. 


Behrel said he docs not think of 


himself as a politician, despite an un- 
precedented five mayoral election vic- 
tories, including the defeat of a father 
and son. He beat Reinhardt Wolf in 
1961 and narrowly defeated Wolf's 
son. David, in 1973. 


"Oh. I paid my dues to the Maine 


Township Republican Organization, 
but I never realy got involved," Beh- 


The inside story 
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rel recalled during a recent interview 
with The Herald. 


FOR HERB Behrel, never getting 


involved means that the traditional 
seats of power, like the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly or U.S. Congress, never 
held much temptation. He said he did 
not have the urge to run for higher 
office. 


The mayor spent most of his career 


on the side of the majority in the city 
council, accomplishing most of the 
things he thought were needed by the 
city. 


The majority has endured for many 


years, but the recent elections have 
brought a shift and some fiery new 
aldermen who balked at Behrel's deci- 
sions. Some of the more heated city 
council meeings during the Behrel 
years have occurred since 1973 over 
projects that the mayor favored. 


As he prepares to leave for a pleas- 


ant-looking home in Del Webb's Sun 
City, Ariz., Behrel points to bringing 
a secminly endless supply of water 
from Chicago as his greatest accom- 
plishment. 


THE ACHIEVEMENT of tying into 


Chicago's water mains has taken on 
increasing significance in the closing 
months of his career as neighboring 
.communities are forced to Impose 
strict bans on water usage because 
their supply comes from 
under- 


ground wells. 


"We had that in 1961," Behrel is 


quick 'to note. Reminding himself as 
he speaks that Des Plaines was 
forced to impose limitations too and 
probably lost lucrative motel devel- 
opment because of a water shortage 
15 years ago. 


Behrel is still modest enough to in- 


clude praise for the many aldermen 
and city wotkers who have served 
Des Plaines during his career, but he 


admits the future holds some uncer- 
tainty. 


Where he once buried his chin in his 


chest and sloughed off the question of 
how the city would replace him, the 
mayor now candidly admits the feat 
cannot be done. 


"I grew up with this job," Behrel 


said. He has noted in past conversa- 
tions that he had gotten "to know a 
little about a lot," relating to the op- 
eration of the city, 


"I don't care who they are, you 


can't expect to step hi and catch on 
from day one," said Behrel who has 
now dropped his long standing opposi- 
tion to hiring a professional city man- 
ager after he leaves. 


HE SAID A CITY manager or ad- 


ministrative aide can smooth the way 
for Aid. Charles Bolek, 3rd, elected by 
the city council to serve out the re- 
mainder of Behrel's term as mayor. 


A CURMUDGEON of sorts, Behrel 


has proven to be 'a strong-willed man 
who is not universally loved by the 400 
workers who look to him as the boss. 


But the personality disputes aside, 
there have been few major labor dis- 
putes during the Behrel years, even 
since the formation of unions for near- 
ly all employes. 


Few, too, have been the instances of 


corruption in the city. Behrel talks 
about a few mistakes that some work- 
ers have made, but generally the ex- 
amples can be viewed more as sins of 
flesh rather than betrayal of the 
public trust. 


"I don't know how Des Plaines 


managed to stay clean," Behrel re- 
marks. The examples of political cor- 
ruption have struck as close as for- 
mer 
Maine 
Township Republican 


Committeeman Floyd Fulle, who was 
convicted recently of extortion and 
tax evasion in a azoning shakedown 
scheme. 


"I had one guy offer me $10,000 


once for a liquor license and I told 
him to get out," Behrel said, admit- 
ting that after telling the story to a 
reporter some years later he got a 
visit from the FBI. 


B E H R E L ' S LONGEVITY also 


makes for a temptation to compare 
him to Illinois' prince of municipa- 
lities, Richard J. Daley, but Behrel 
said he never attempted to emulate 
Chicago's boss or any other politician. 


"I looked at Daley and decided 


there was no way we-could operate 
that way. We have different rules out 
here," he said. But Behrel feels he 
knows Daley well enough to call him 
"Dick" and well enough to tell him 
point blank that Daley had the power 
to put the much-fought, controversial 
Metropolitan Sanitary District plant 
at O'Hare Airport. Behrel failed in his 
effort to get the plant relocated, but 
Behrel has always found it valuable to 
maintain a rapport with politicians of 
all persuasions. 


"I have a special place in my heart 


for George Dunne," Behrel said as he 
related an anecdote about the severe 
flooding of 1957 that swept the city 
just two months after he came into of- 
fice. Behrel likes to explain in detail 
how he worked with the present Cook 


County Board president when Dunne 
was a state representative to push 
through an appropriation to improve 
Weller Creek, a major source of the 
destructive flooding. 


"Dunne stood up in the appropria- 


tions committee and said 'I recom- 
mend do pass' and the other Demo- 
crats went along with it and we got 
the improvements," Behrel said. 


THE MAYOR notes that the city also 


benefited from its share of luck in 
snaring some of the business and in- 
dustry. As a result, Des Plaines col- 
lects nearly as much sales tax revenue 
as Schaumburg, with its giant Wood- 
fied Shopping Center. One bonus has 
been a 
railroad 
agreement 
that 


allowed box cars to be delivered in 
Des Plaines for a much smaller fee 
than costs in more outlying suburbs. 


Behrel can talk with ease and in 


detail about railroad schedules and 
tarriffs because his first "career" 
stretched more than 39 years with th« 
Booth Fisheries Co. That job saw him

Happy ending for victims of flood

Mr. and Mrs. George Schorie were 


getting ready to make the grim flight 
to Colorado. Jack and Virginia Parkin 
of Arlington Heights were considering 
the same trip. 


The two local couples feared the 


worst about the fate of their children, 
who had been camping near Love- 
land, Col. last weekend. 


The tension ended happily for them. 
"They called and said they were all 


right," an elated Jack Parkin said 
Thursday. He explained his son, Rich- 


ard and his wife Candice of Hoffman 
Estates, and Richard and Carol Zolp 
of Arlington Heights, had escaped 
Sunday from the killer flood along the 
big Thompson River Canyon. 


"THEY CALLED from California," 


Parkin said, explaining that the two 
couples had heeded the warning of 
forest rangers to leave their campsite 
and they just drove to the planned 
destination near Anaheim, Calif. 


"I was so happy, so thrilled, when 


they called, I was shouting over the 
phone," Shirlee Schorie said. She said 


the young people did not have a radio 
in the van they were using and did not 
learn of the devastation in Colorado, 
which has claimed at least 100 lives, 
until Wednesday. 


"I was not sure this was going to be 


a happy ending, but that is what we 
have," Mrs. Schorie added. 


She said her son told her by tele- 


phone that the rangers had warned 
campers there may be some flooding, 
but later in the night they came 
through the campground ordering ev- 
eryone to leave. 


"He said they had their lights flash- 


ing and sirens on and they just threw 
their tent in the van and took off," 
Mrs. Schorie said. 


PARKIN HAD thought his son and 


daughter-in-law might have left the 
area in advance of the flooding, but 
after several days passed without any 
calls, they were prepared for the 
worse. 


"My wife said that she feels so good 


right now, and nobody can changf

• Include a "hold-harmless" provi- 


sion that attempts to guarantee lhat 
no school district will receive less 
state aid this year because of the 
changes. 


• Allow Downstate school districts 


to include transportation costs in com- 
puting how much state aid will be re- 
ceived 


• Reduce the qualifying rate for 


unit and elementary school districts, 
making it easier to qualify for the 
maximum state aid payments. 


The s.ngle portion of the formula 


bill that Walker vetoed would have re- 
quired school districts to layoff teach- 
ers on the basis of seniority. Teachers 
with less service would have been the 
first fired. 
State Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, the 


chief sponsor of the bill, said he was 
pleased with Walker's action. Jaffe's 
original bill contained only the provi- 
sions t<T eliminate the tax rate roll- 
back and compute attendance. 


HOWEVER, a coalition of legisla- 


tors, mostly Chicago Democrats, used 
the bill as a vehicle for a major for- 
mula revision approved in the spring 
session. 


They also tacked on the features 


that will keep Chicago schools from 
paying the full penalty for early clos- 
ing.

Walker said the plan will give the 
state an extra $95 million during this 
fiscal year, which began July 1. 


The legislature killed several at-

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tiled to reconvene until Nov. 17, after 
the election. Walker said if the legisla- 
ture does not approve the tax collec-

Death of legionnaires still unsolved 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - As 


Legionnaires began to bury their 
dead, state scientists all but ruled out 
swine flu Thursday and turned to oth- 
er viruses and poisons as possible 
causes of the American Legion illness 
that killed at least 23 persons. 


State Legion Comdr. Joseph V. 


Adams attended two wakes in the 
past two days and Thursday stood by 
silently as the flag-draped casket of 
one of the convention goers* John B. 
Ralph, 41, was lowered into the 
ground at Williamstown. 


"Most families are still in a state of 


shock," he said. "They can't believe 
that it happened that fast." 


With laboratory studies starting to 


come up empty handed', the no-ex- 
pense-spared investigation expanded 
to look at environmental factors 
which might have played a role in the 
disease. It struck at least 161 persons 
whose common link was attending the 
Legion convention two weeks ago in 
Philadelphia. 


The state health dept. was in- 


vestigating a possible 24th illness-re- 


lated death Thursday. A representa- 
tive at St. Francis Hospital in Pitts- 
burgh said Mrs. Elva Hamilton, 73, of 
Upper St. Clair, died of symptoms 
similar to those of earlier victims. 
She was the wife of a Legionnaire and 
attended the convention. 


State Health Sec. Leonard Bachman 


said a team of federal specialists was 
dispatched to examine places where 
Legionnaires congregated to see if the 
ventilating systems might have trans- 
ported some sort of toxic substance

Fire unit ambulance taxes delayed 


The Wheeling Rural Fire Protection 


District will not receive ambulance 
tax funds until the fall of 1977. 


James T. Ryan, fire district attor- 


ney, Wednesday said the levy will not 
go into effect until January 1977 and 
"we won't see any funds until the sec- 
ond tax collection." 


"There will be a cash flow problem 


because we won't see any cash until 
sometime in August, September or 
October (of 1977)," he said. 


Voters approved a maximum 25 


cents per $100 assessed valuation am- 
bulance tax last month, The tax will 
be used to fund paramedic and ambu- 


lance service in the district. 


Fire district officials previously said 


they expected the revenues, from the 
tax to start coming in June 1. 


Envin Lemke, fire board president, 


said district trustees will have to re- 
view the ambulance budgets from the 


Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Prospect 
Heights fire departments to determine 
how much of the tax to levy. The 
budgets will be reviewed at the Sep- 
tember meeting of the board. 


The district serves about 50,000 resi- 


dents in the Wheeling, Buffalo Grove 
and Prospect Heights area. 


Wheeling Civil Defense 
officials 


have said most of the village's CD 
equipment is either missing or unac-. 
counted for. 


Frank Cambora, Civil Defense di- 


rector, said, "There is no accounting 
of my of the equipment purchased in 
the past 19 years." He said the village 
will have to receive state and federal 
accreditation before more equipment 
can be purchased for the program. 


Based on reports by past and cur- 


rent Civil Defense program members, 
Cambora said radios, bull horns, med- 
ical supplies and other emergency 
equipment are missing. He said it's 
hard to know exactly what is gone be- 
cause of the poor equipment records. 


"What I am sure of is that our sup^ 


plies are inadequate in the event of a 
disaster," he said. "There's no doubt 
about that." 


THE DIRECTOR said he does not 


know the value of the equipment the 
program has or the equipment which 
is presumed to be missing. 


Cambora, who was appointed direc- 


tor in May, said he hes received no 
cooperation from his predecessors. 
He said former director Robert Buer- 
ger and former acting director 
Thomas Lorenz "refuse to release any 
information to me." 


Buerger said the charge that he is 


withholding information and not co- 
operating with CD officials is "an ab- 
solute lie." 


"Those are 
foolish remarks to 


make. I turned everything over that I 
had," he said. 


Pat Tufano, deputy director, said 


"99 per cent of the equipment is miss- 
ing. What we have left is junk. We are 
going to have to have it fixed or 
scrapped," he said. 


"THE VILLAGE has looked into it. 


All they can do is take soembody's 
word for what happened to the equip- 
ment. It seems the sign-out sheets are 
conveniently missing or misplaced," 
he said. 


Greg Peters, village administrative 


assistant, said CD equipment is miss- 
ing, but he believes most of it still is 


in the village. 


"There's a lot of it left but it may 


just be misplaced," he said. 


Cambora said he will meet with the 


state CD coordinator to see "what we 
have to do in order to get our state 
and federal accreditation." Wheeling 
lost state accreditation for the pro- 
gram last year when it failed to file a 
disaster preparedness plan. 


"We expect that as soon as we can 


get funds to build up our equipment, 
we will be able to take care of any 
emergency," he said.

A Harper College special committee

lege vehicles on four other occasions 
because the college benefited from 
his use of vehicles for personal busi- 
ness. 


The committee said Lahti should 


not have used college vehicles and 
personnel to drive him and his family 
to the airport to start their vacation. 
Lahti said he did this so he would not 
have to leave his cor at the airport. 


USING A PUBLIC safety vehicle to 


drive Lahti to a board of directors 
meeting at the Bank of Elk Grove 
also was unwarranted, the committee 
decided, because the college did not 
benefit from the use, 


The committee found nothing wrong 


with Lahti's having public safety per- 
sonnel deliver mail and other college 
papers to him at his Inverness home 
so he could work on college business 


after leaving campus.

57, said they expect passage of 
the bill to help their districts. 


Ralph Beaudoin, Dist. 26 business 


manager, said the provision allowing 
districts to average their daily attend- 
ance figures over the last three years 
will have "considerable impact" on 
Dist. 26. "We have about $75,000 a 
year to gain from that," Beaudoin 
said. 


Dist. 57 Supt. Earl Slitter said the 


declining enrollment provision "would 
be most helpful for us.1' Sutler said, 
however, the districts still do not 
know whether they will receive the 
full amount of state aid promised to 
them liy the slate. 


In 1973-76. districts received only 95 


per cent of the originally promised 
state aid, and state financial problems 
have led them to believe they will re- 
ceive only 85 per cent to 90 per cent 
for 1976-77. 


Administrators in High School Dis- 


tricts 211 and 214 said they would 
benefit from the elimination of the tax 
rollback, but they also expressed re- 
servations about the long-term effects 
of the bill. 


Under the present formula if dis- 


tricts exceed the legal limit at which 
they can tax residents, they lose state 
aid. Locally, only the high school dis- 
tricts have had to roll back their 
taxes to abide by this law. 


"WE'KK HAI'I'Y TO have the roll- 


back eliminated," said Robert Weber, 
Dist. 214 associate superintendent for 
business services. He said local tax- 
payers will have to pay more taxes to 
offset losses in state aid caused by the 
bill's changes in the formula. "We 
can get ahold of the money by simply 
increasing our taxes," Weber said. 


Weber said he is unhappy that the 


bill gives an advantage to unit dis- 
tricts by allotting those districts a 
greater portion of state aid. 


"I don't feel that our organization in 


this area as a dual (separate high 
school and elementary districts) in- 
stead of a unit district should be a 
penalty to our taxpayers," Weber 
said. 


Dist. 211 also will gain from the re- 


moval of the rollback provision, said 
James Slater, district business man- 
ager. 


However, Slater said, the long- 


range effect of Walker's action and 
"politicking involving the schools" is 
that "it will cause educators to be- 
come more political in nature" be- 
cause school finance will be handled 
on the state level rather than locally.

21 said the reap- 
portionment of state money, with 
more aid going to unit districts and 
districts with declining enrollments, 
will hurt their districts.

Officials with the Illinois Office of

Gov. Daniel Walker approved1 sev- 


eral major school-aid formula provi- 
sions considered vital to suburban 
school districts. However, he linked 
quick enactment of the measures to 
passage of another controversial pro- 
posal. 


Walker confounded many educators 


and political observers by approving 
seven of the eight major provisions of 
House Bill 3518. But he used his amen- 
datory veto power to tie immediate 
enactment of the bill to passage of his 
accelerated tax collection plan for 
sales and income tax receipts. That 
plan was defeated twice by the Illinois 
General Assembly last spring. 


Walker delayed action on the $1.287 


billion appropriation bill for the com- 
mon school fund for another week. 
Aides said the governor needs addi- 
tional time to study the state's fiscal 
condition. 


WALKER'S MOVE surprised most 


observers and halted reports that he 
would veto the compromise school aid 
formula revision plan. 


The legislation approved by Walker 


will: 


• Eliminate the need for school dis- 


tricts to roll back tax rates as the 
amount of state aid increases. This 
will allow schools to propose new tax 
increases without facing the loss of 
state aid. 


• Modify the formula, for calcu- 


lating attendance figures for the pur- 
poses of state aid payments. This will 
allow school districts with declining 
enrollments to average attendance 
figures over the past three years and 
reduce the amount state aid that will 
be lost. 


• Change the penalty formula lev- 


ied against schools that do not meet 
the minimum number of class days. 
This will save Chicago schools about 
$24 million in penalties that were lev- 
ied because the schools closed 16 days 
early this spring. Chicago still must 
pay $32 million in penalties. 


• Include a "hold-harmless" provi- 


sion that attempts to guarantee that 
no school district will receive less 
state aid this year because of the 
changes. 


• Allow Downstate school districts 


to include transportation costs in com- 
puting how much state aid will be re- 
ceived. 


• Reduce the qualifying rate for 


unit and elementary school districts, 
making it easier to qualify for the 


Sides differ on seniority clause veto

board president, said he was pleased 
to see the amendment vetoed because 
it would have meant "some of our 
best people would have been termi- 
nated. Our concern is to keep the best 
people in the district." 


HE SAID BECAUSE of the teacher 


surplus, the district has been able to 
hire "quality people" who would have 
been cut because of their low senior- 
ity status if the amendment were ap- 
proved.

However, he termed the veto of the 
seniority clause "political retribution 
of the highest order and a kick in the 
teeth to thousands of mature and ex- 
perienced teachers who will continue 


to be at the mercy of arbitrary and 
c a p r i c i o u s dismissal by school 
boards." 


He said the "crazy-quilt vetoes" by 


the governor are "shrewd calculations 
vis-a-vis the governor's political fu- 
ture rather than actions geared to the 
best welfare of thousands of dedicated 
teachers." 


Toni Kane, Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 teachers' union official, said 
she anticipated the veto. "It is my un- 
derstanding the school boards, PTAs 
and the state board of education were 
lobbying heavily against it," she said. 


Ms. Kane said the veto is "going to 


make it harder for us to get reduc- 
tion-in-force language at the bargain- 
ing table. The seniority concept is the 
big boogey man. In the private sector 
they lay off in an orderly way. Why 
should teachers be any different?"

The single portion of the formula 


bill that Walker vetoed would have re- 
quired school districts to layoff teach- 
ers on the basis of seniority. Teachers 
with less service would have been the 
first fired. 


State Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, the 
chief sponsor of the bill, said he was 
pleased with Walker's action. Jaffe's 
original bill contained only the provi- 
sions to eliminate the tax rate roll- 
back and compute attendance. 


HOWEVER, a coalition of legisla- 


tors, mostly Chicago Democrats, used 
the bill as a vehicle for a major for- 
mula revision approved in the spring 
session. 


They also tacked on the features 


that will keep Chicago schools from 
paying the full penalty for early clos- 
ing. This change will be law for all 
Ilinois schools in the future. 


"We got the major reviews that we 


wanted and if the same coalition 
which worked for the passage of the 


bill works for passage of the tax 
speed-up plan in November, 
the 


changes can go into effect this year," 
Jaffe said. 


He said he had conferred with 


Walker Thursday and that the gover- 
nor said the state could not afford the 
formula changes without the accelera- 
ted tax collection plan. 


The plan, which was presented as 


part of Walker's fiscal 1977 budget 
last March, calls for businesses to 
turn over sales tax receipts more 
quickly and to give the state the por- 
tion oif the income tax withheld ear- 
lier. Walker said the plan will give the 
state an extra $95 million during this 
fiscal year, which began July 1. 


The legislature killed several at- 


tempts to pass the accelerated tax 
collection plan in the spring. 


The General Assembly is not sched- 


uled to reconvene until Nov. 17, after 
the election. Walker said if the legisla- 
ture does not approve the tax collec- 
tion plan, the school formual revisions 


will not go into effect until July 1, 
1977. 


JAFFE SAID he does not believe 


delaying the implementation of the 
formula changes will affect school dis- 
tricts. Most school administrators had 
planned the budgets based on the old 
school aid formulas. 


A s p o k e s m a n for Comptroller 


George Lindberg said Walker's use of 
the amendatory veto to link the school 
aid formula revisions to the accelera- 
ted tax collection plan may be invalid. 


"I don't think the governor can pro- 


p o s e two sets of recommended 
changes and then tie them to some- 
thing that's still a gleam in his eye," 
said Calvin Bostain, Lindberg's gener- 
al counsel. 


Illinois House Speaker William Red- 


mond, D-Bensenville, predicted that 
because action on the veto message 
will not come until after the Novem- 
ber election, the man chosen to re- 
place Walker could have a big say in 
the legislature's action.

Legionnaires began to bury their 
dead, state scientists all but ruled out 
swine flu Thursday and turned to oth- 
er viruses and poisons as possible 
causes of the American Legion illness 
that killed at least 23 persons. 


State Legion Comdr. Joseph V. 


Adams attended two wakes in the 
past two days and Thursday stood by 
silently as the flag-draped casket of 
one of the convention goers, John B. 
Ralph, 41, was lowered into the 
ground at Williamstown. ' 


"Most famib'es are still in a state of 


shock," he said. "They can't believe 
that it happened that fast." 


With laboratory studies starting to 


come up empty handed, the no-ex- 
pense-spared investigation expanded 
to look at environmental factors 
which might have played a role in the 
disease. It struck at least 161 persons 
whose common link was attending the 
Legion convention two weeks ago in 
Philadelphia. 


The state health dept. was in- 


vestigating a possible 24th illness-re- 


lated death Thursday. A representa- 
tive at St. Francis Hospital in Pitts- 
burgh said Mrs. Elva Hamilton, 73, of 
Upper St. Clair, died of symptoms 
similar to those of earlier victims. 
She was the wife of a Legionnaire and 
attended the convention. 


State Health Sec. Leonard Bachman 


said a team of federal specialists was 
dispatched to examine places where 
Legionnaires congregated to see if the 
ventilating systems might have trans- 
ported some sort of toxic substance

A one-paragraph ethics policy la- 


beled "useless" by one trustee has 
been adopted unanimously by the 
Buffalo Grove Village Board. 


The policy statement was drafted 


last May by Trustee Thomas Mahoney 
after a more detailed ethics ordinance 
was rejected following threatened res- 
ignations by some members of village 
boards and commissions. 


The new policy reads: 
"The village is appreciative of the 


efforts made on its behalf by officials, 
employes 
and members of com- 


mittees and commissions. From time 
to time, persons acting in such capac- 
ities may find themselves in a situ- 
ation in which their personal financial 
interests may impede their objectiv- 
ity, or at least give the appearance of 
so doing. If any such situation should 
arise, the village expects that the in- 
dividual in question should make 
known his or her potential conflict of 
interest, and refrain from taking any 
active role or participation in the de- 
cision or activity in question." 


TRUSTEE JOHN Marienthal, who 


drafted a three-page ethics ordinance 
last October, which the board re- 
jected, said the new policy is "use- 
less."

The Wheeling Rural Fire Protection 


District will not receive ambulance 
tax funds until the fall of 1977. 


James T. Ryan, fire district attor- 


ney, Wednesday said the levy will not 
go into effect until January 1977 and 
"we won't see any funds until the sec- 
ond tax collection." 


"There will be a cash flow problem 


because we won't see any cash until 
sometime in August, September or 
October (of 1977)," he said. 


Voters approved a maximum 25 


cents per $100 assessed valuation am- 
bulance tax last month. The tax will 
be used to fund paramedic and ambu- 
lance service in the district. 


Fire district officials previously said

Lahti misused college vehicles twice: unit

A Harper College special committee 


Thursday decided that College Pres. 
Robert Lahti misused college vehicles 
and personnel twice in the last two 
years. 


The committee of trustees, how- 


ever, said Lahti had not misused col- 
lege vehicles on four other occasions 
because the college benefitted from 
his use of vehicles for personal busi- 
ness. 


The committee said Lahti should 


not have used college vehicles and 
personnel to drive him and his family 
to the airport to start their vacation. 
Luhti said he did this so he would not 
have to leave his ear at the airport. 


USING A PUBLIC safety vehicle to 


drive Lahti to a board of directors 
meeting at the Bank of Elk Grove 
also was unwarranted, the committee 
decided, because the college did not 
benefit from the use. 


The committee found nothing wrong 


with Lahti's having public safety per- 
sonnel deliver mail and other college 
papers to him at his Inverness home 
so he could work on college business 


after leaving campus. 


"We are paying the man enough 


money to get as much work out of 
him as we can," said committee 
Chairman 
Robert iiausch. Harper 


pays Lahti more than $54,000 annually 
in salary and fringe benefits. 


The committee decided that Lahti 


had done nothing wrong when he sent 
public safety personnel to assist his 
wife, whose car had stalled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center, or in picking 
his son up from a soccer game and 
driving him home. 


RAUSCH SAID Lahti's use of col- 


lege vehicles does not represent a pat- 
tern of abuse, but rather isolated in- 
cidents. 


"This whole affair is bordering on 


the ridiculous," said Robert Creek, 
president of the High Schoool Dist. 211 
school board. "It's a question of good 
judgment and good taste," Creek 
said. 


If a Dist. 211 superintendent used 


district personnel (or private busi- 
ness, Creek said, he would fire him. 


Rausch and Robert Moats, the only 


two committee members present, 
each said the board had not held se- 
cret meetings in the last 18 months as 
The Herald had reported. 


Rausch said 17 of the 24 dinner

Mr. and Mrs. George Schorie were 


getting ready to make the grim flight 
to Colorado. Jack and Virginia Parkin 
of Arlington Heights were considering 
the same trip. 


The two local couples feared the 


worst about the fate of their children, 
who had been camping near Love- 
land, Col. last weekend. 


The tension ended happily for them. 
"They called and said they were all 


right," an elated Jack Parkin said 
Thursday. He explained his son, Rich- 


ard and his wife Candice of Hoffman 
Estates, and Richard and Carol Zolp 
of Arlington Heights, had escaped 
Sunday from the killer flood along the 
big Thompson River Canyon. 


"THEY CALLED from California," 


Parkin said, explaining that the two 
couples had heeded the warning of 
forest rangers to leave their campsite 
and they just drove to the planned 
destination near Anaheim, Calif. 


"I was so happy, so thrilled, when 


they called, I was shouting over the 
phone," Shirlee Schorie said. She said 


the young people did not have a radio 
in the van they were using and did not 
learn of the devastation in Colorado, 
which has claimed at least 100 lives, 
until Wednesday. 


"I was not sure this was going to be 


a happy ending, but that is what we 
have," Mrs. Schorie added. 


She said her son told her by tele- 


phone that the rangers had warned 
campers there may be some flooding, 
but later in the night they came 
through the campground ordering ev- 
eryone to leave. 


"He said they had their lights flash- 


ing and sirens on and they just threw 
their tent in the van and took off," 
Mrs. Schorie said.

26 and Mount Prospect 
Dist. 57, said they expect passage of 
the bill to help their districts. 
• Ralph Beaudoin, Dist. 26 business 
manager, said the provision allowing 
Districts to average their daily attend- 
ance figures over the last three years 
will have "considerable impact" on 
Dist. 26. "We have about $75,000 a 
year to gain from that," Beaudoin 
said. 


Dist. 57 Supt. Earl Sutler said the 


declining enrollment provision "would 
be most helpful for us." Sutler said, 
however, the districts still do not 
know whether they will receive the 
full amount of state aid promised to 
them by the state. 


In 197)-7l>. districts received only 95 


per cent of the originally promised 
state aid. and state financial problems 
have led them to believe they will re- 
ceive only 83 per cent to 90 per cent 
for 1976-77. 


Administrators in High School Dis- 


tricts 211 and 214 said they would 
benefit from the elimination of the tax 
rollback, but they also expressed re- 
servations about the long-term effects 
of the bill. 


Under the present formula if dis- 


tricts exceed the legal limit at which 
they can tax residents, they lose state 
aid. Locally, only the high school dis- 
tricts have had to roll back their 
taxes to abide by this law. 


"WE'RE HAPPY TO have the roll- 


back eliminated," said Robert Weber, 
Dist. 214 associate superintendent for 
business services. He said local tax- 
payers will have to pay more taxes to 
offset losses in state aid caused by the 
bill's changes in the formula. "We 
can get ahold of the money by simply 
increasing our taxes," Weber said. 


Weber said he is unhappy that the 


bill gives an advantage to unit dis- 
tricts by allotting those districts a 
greater portion of state aid. 


"I don't feel that our organization in 


this area as a dual (separate high 
school and elementary districts) in- 
stead of a unit district should be a 
penalty to our taxpayers," Weber 
said. 


Dist. 211 also will gain from the re- 


moval of the rollback provision, said 
James Slater, district business man- 
ager. 


However, Slater said, the long- 


range effect of Walker's action and 
"politicking involving the schools" is 
that "it will cause educators to be- 
come more political in nature" be- 
cause school finance will be handled 
on the state level rather than locally. 


ADMINISTRATORS 
IN Schaum- 


burg Township Dist. 54 and Wheeling- 
Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 said the reap- 
portionment of state money, with 
more aid going to unit districts and 
districts with declining enrollments, 
will hurt their districts. 


"If other districts are going to qual- 


ify for more state aid, then our pro- 
portionate share will be smaller," 
said Victor Berner, controller in Dist. 
54. 


Officials with the Illinois Office of

Daniel Walker approved sev- 


eral major school-aid formula provi- 
sions considered vital to suburban 
school districts. However, he linked 
quick enactment of the measures to 
passage of another controversial pro- 
posal. 


Walker confounded many educators 


and political observers by approving 
seven of the eight major provisions of 
House Bill 3518. But he used his amen- 
datory veto power to tie immediate 
enactment of the bill to passage of his 
accelerated tax collection plan for 
sales and income tax receipts. That 
plan was defeated twice by the Illinois 
General Assembly last spring. 


Walker delayed action on the $1.287 


billion appropriation bill for the com- 
mon school fund for another week. 
Aides said the governor needs addi- 
tional time to study the state's fiscal 
condition. 


WALKER'S MOVE surprised most 


observers and halted reports that he 
would veto the compromise school aid 
formula revision plan. 


The legislation approved by Walker 


will: 


• Eliminate the need for school dis- 


tricts to roll back tax rates as the 
amount of state -aid increases. This 
will allow schools to propose new tax 
increases without facing the loss of 
state aid. 


• Modify the formula for calcu- 


lating attendance figures for the pur- 
poses of state aid payments. This will 
allow school districts with declining 
enrollments to average attendance 
figures over the past three years and 
reduce the amount state aid that will 
be lost. 


• Change the penalty formula lev- 


ied against schools that do not meet 
the minimum number of class days. 
This will save Chicago schools about 
$24 million in penalties that were lev- 
ied because the schools closed 16 days 
early this spring. Chicago still must 
pay $32 million in penalties. 


• Include a "hold-harmless" provi- 


sion that attempts to guarantee that 
no school district will receive less 
state aid this year because of the 
changes. 


• Allow Downstate school districts 


to include transportation costs in com- 
puting how much state aid will be re- 
ceived. 


• Reduce the qualifying rate for 


unit and elementary school districts, 
making it easier to qualify for the 


maximum state aid payments. 


The single portion of the formula 


bill that Walker vetoed would have re- 
quired school districts to layoff teach- 
ers on the basis of seniority. Teachers 
•with less service would have been the 
first fired. 


State Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, the 


chief sponsor of the bill, said he was 
pleased with Walker's action. Jaffe's 
original bill contained only the provi- 
sions to eliminate the tax rate roll- 
back and compute attendance. 


HOWEVER, a coalition of legisla- 


tors, mostly Chicago Democrats, used 
the bill as a vehicle for a major for- 
mula revision approved in the spring 
session. 


They also tacked on the features 


that will keep Chicago schools from 
paying the full penalty for early clos- 
ing. This change will be law for all 
Ilinois schools in the future.

boards." 


He said the "crazy-quilt vetoes" by 


the governor are "shrewd calculations 
vis-a-vis the governor's political fu- 
ture rather than actions geared to the 
best welfare of thousands of dedicated 
teachers." 


Toni Kane, Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 teachers' union official, said 
she anticipated the veto. "It is my un- 
derstanding the school boards, PTAs 
and the state board of education were 
lobbying heavily against it," she said. 


Ms. Kane said the veto is "going to 


make it harder for us to get reduc- 
tion-in-force language at the bargain- 
ing table. The seniority concept is the 
big boogey man. In the private sector 
they lay off in an orderly way. Why 
should teachers be any different?"

He said he had conferred with 


Walker Thursday and that the gover- 
nor said the state could not afford the 
formula changes without the accelera- 
ted tax collection plan. 


The plan, which was presented as 


part of Walker's fiscal 1977 budget 
last March, calls for businesses to 
turn over sales tax receipts more 
quickly and to give the state the por- 
tion of the income tax withheld ear- 
lier. Walker said the plan will give the 
state an extra $95 million during this 
fiscal year, which began July 1. 


The legislature killed several at- 


tempts to pass the accelerated tax 
collection plan in the spring. 


The General Assembly is not sched- 


uled to reconvene until Nov. 17, after 
the election. Walker said if the legisla- 
ture does not approve the tax collec- 
tion plan, the school formual revisions 


will not go into effect until July 1, 
1977. 


JAFFE SAID he does not believe 


delaying the implementation of the 
formula changes will affect school dis- 
tricts. Most school administrators had 
planned the budgets based on the old 
school aid formulas. 


A s p o k e s m a n f o r Comptroller 


George Londberg said Walker's use of 
the amendatory veto to link the school 
aid formula revisions to the accelera- 
ted tax collection plan may be invalid. 


"I don't think the governor can pro- 


p o s e two sets of recommended 
changes and then tie them to some- 
thing that's still a gleam in his eye," 
said Calvin Bostain, Lindberg's gener- 
al counsel. 


Illinois House Speaker William Red- 


mond, D-Bensenville, predicted that 
because action on the veto message 
will not come until after the Novem- 
ber election, the man chosen to re- 
place Walker could have a big say in 
the legislature's action.

Death of legionnaires still unsolved 


HARRISBURG. Pa. (UPI) - As 


Legionnaires began to bury their 
dead, state scientists all but ruled out 
swine flu Thursday and turned to oth- 
er viruses and poisons as possible 
causes of the American Legion illness 
that killed at least 23 persons. 


State Legion Comdr. Joseph V. 


Adams attended two wakes in the 
past two days and Thursday stood by 
silently as the flag-draped casket of 
one of the convention goers, John B. 
Ralph, 41, was lowered into the 
ground at Williamstown. 


"Most families are still in a state of 


shock," he said. "They can't believe 
that it happened that fast." 


With laboratory studies starting to 


come up empty handed, the no-ex- 
pense-spared investigation 
expanded 


to look at environmental 
factors 


which might have played a role in the 
disease. It struck at least 161 persons 
whose common link was attending the 
Legion convention two weeks ago in 
Philadelphia. 


The state health dept. was in- 


vestigating a possible 24th illness-re- 


lated death Thursday. A representa- 
tive at St. Francis Hospital in Pitts- 
burgh said Mrs. Elva Hamilton, 73, of 
Upper St. Clair, died of symptoms 
similar to those of earlier victims. 
She was the wife of a Legionnaire and 
attended the convention. 


State Health Sec. Leonard Bachman 


said a team of federal specialists was 
dispatched to examine places where 
Legionnaires congregated to see if the 
ventilating systems might have trans- 
ported some sort of toxic substance

RTA budget 
woes threaten 
village bus aid 


Elk Grove Village's application for 


a Regional Transportation Authority 
(RTAi demonstration grant to fund a 
duil-n-ride bus system may bo in jeop- 
ardy, an analysis of the RTA's budget 
problems indicates. 


The village's request for an exten- 


sion of the application filing deadline 
also could hurt its chances of obtain- 
ing a grant because M other govern- 
mental bodies already have filed ap- 
plications tor RTA funds. 


Under present RTA rules, each 


could receive $100.000. But the agency 
has budgeted nothing for demonstra- 
tion grants this year, and its long- 
range plan calls for only $600,000 in 
local grants. 


But the chiiirmnn of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage's transportation committee said 
Thursdny she's in no rush to line up 
for RTA funds. 


"I'M NOT GOING to rush the vil- 


lage board into a decision that would 
not 
be prudent 
and wise," said 


Trustee Nanci L. Vanderweel. "If in 
fact we are not prepared to go with a 
good application for this year, we will 
unit fo;' next year." 


The current RTA 1976-77 budget 


contains no money for demonstration

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grants and would have to be amended 
if the program is to proceed, accord- 
ing to Margaret Singh of the RTA's 
planning and development depart- 
ment. 


Ms. Singh said the RTA's 5-year 


plan calls for a total of $600,000 for 
the first year, but there is no guaran- 
tee that that much would be included 
in an amended budget. 


The RTA budget was passed in four 


forms, and the Illinois Supreme Court 
is to rule this September on whether 
any of the budgets are legal, 


ELK GROVE Village officials now 


estimate their application will not be 
reatly until late this year. By that 
time all of the $600,000, or whatever is 
budgeted, could be assigned to the 
other governmental agencies request- 
ing funds. 


Mrs. Vanderweel said Elk Grove 


trustees must answer several policy 
questions before the village can sub- 
mit its application. 


Elk Grove Village officials want the 


RTA grant to operate two dial-a-ride 
buses between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m. 
weekdays and a bus to the Woodfield 
Shopping Center on Saturday. 


The village operated a dial-a-ride 


bus program from March 1974 to Au- 
gust 1975. The village gave up the pro- 
gram when it was only able to gener- 
ate enough ridership to cover 17 per 
cent of the $2,300 monthly cost. The 
village subsidized the remainder. 


FEDERAL FUNDS are available 


through the 
Urban Mass Trans- 


portation Administration (UMTA) but 
the application process is costly, Mrs. 
Vanderweel said. But an RTA-funded 
demonstration 
project might meet 


UMTA's study requirements, she said. 


O t h e r policy questions include 


whether taxi cabs as well as buses, 
will be used in the dial-a-ride pro- 
gram and how much federal revenue- 
sharing funds the village would be 
willing to contribute to the program.

A temporary care home for girls

back home or be placed with foster 
parents," Walker said. 


The home, Walker said, would ac- 


commodate up to eight boys for a 
maximum stay of 15 working days. 


"The idea is to provide a cooling off 


period in which casework can be 
made available for the boy and his 
family which will enable him to re- 
turn home," Walker said.

Lahti misused college vehicles twice: unit

A Harper College special committee 


Thursday decided that College Pros. 
Robert Latili misused college vehicles 
and personnel twice in the last two 
years. 


The committee of trustees, how- 


ever, said Luhti had not misused col- 
lege vehicles on four other occasions 
because the college benefitted from 
his use of vehicles for personal busi- 
ness'. 


The committee said Lahti should 


not have used college vehicles and 
personnel to drive him and his family 
to the airport to start their vacation. 
Lahti said he did this so he would not 
have to leave his car at the airport. 


USING A PUBLIC safety vehicle to 


drive Lahti to a board of directors 
meeting at the Bank of Elk Grove 
also was unwarranted, the committee 
decided, because the college did not 
benefit from the use. 


The committee found nothing wrong 


with Lahti's having public safety per- 
sonnel deliver mail and other college 
papers to him at his Inverness home 
so he could work on college business 


after leaving campus. 


"We are paying the man enough 


money to get as much work out of 
him as we can," said committee 
Chairman Robert Rausch. 
Harper 


pays Lahti more than $54,000 annually 
in salary and fringe benefits. 


The committee decided that Lahti 


had done nothing wrong when he sent 
public safety personnel to assist his 
wife, whose car had stalled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center, or in picking 
his son up from a soccer game and 
driving him home. 


RAUSCH SAID Lahti's use of col- 


lege vehicles does not represent a pat- 
tern of abuse, but rather isolated in- 
cidents. 


"This whole affair is bordering on 


the ridiculous," said Robert Creek, 
president of the High Schoool Dist. 211 
school board. "It's a question of good 
judgment and good taste," Creek 
said. 


If a Dist. 211 superintendent used 


district personnel for private busi- 
ness, Creek said, he would fire him. 


Rausch and Robert Moats, the only 


two committee 
members present, 


each said the board had not held se- 
cret meetings in the last 18 months as 
The Herald had reported. 


Rausch said 17 of the 24 dinner 


meetings The Herald reported were 
prenegotiation sessions by the board's 
negotiating team and did not legally 


have to be announced. 


BOARD POLICY calls for announc- 


ing all meetings, even those not open 
to the public such as negotiation ses- 
sions, Rausch said. The board an- 
nounces the start of negotiations, he 
said, thus notifying the public that 
meetings will take place. 


Notice also is given of specific nego- 


tiation sessions, he said. The 17 meet- 
ings in question actually were cauc- 
uses of the board's negotiation team, 
Rausch said. Caucuses held during 
meetings are not announced, he said. 
Rausch had not referred to the 17 
meetings as caucuses at the com- 


mittee's previous meetings. 


The committee also revealed that 


one of seven meetings, which it pre- 
viously did not know the nature of, 
was a dinner for Illinois Community 
College Board members that Harper 
hosted at the Atrium restaurant, Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


Happy ending for victims of flood

Mr. and Mrs. George Schorie were 


getting ready to make the grim flight 
to Colorado. Jack and Virginia Parkin 
of Arlington Heights were considering 
the same trip. 


The two local couples feared the 


worst about the fate of their children, 
who had been camping near Love- 
land, Col. last weekend. 


The tension ended happily for them. 
"They called and said they were all 


right," an elated Jack Parkin said 
Thursday. He explained his son, Rich- 


ard and his wife Candice of Hoffman 
Estates, and Richard and Carol Zolp 
of Arlington Heights, had 
escaped 


Sunday from the killer flood along the 
big Thompson River Canyon. 


"THEY CALLED from California," 


Parkin said, explaining that the two 
couples had heeded the warning of 
forest rangers to leave their campsite 
and they just drove to the planned 
destination near Anaheim, Calif. 


"I was so happy, so thrilled, when 


they called, I was shouting over the 
phone," Shirlee Schorie said. She said 


the young people did not have a radio 
in the van they were using and did not 
learn of the devastation in Colorado, 
which has claimed at least 100 lives, 
until Wednesday. 


"I was not sure this was going to be 


a happy ending, but that is what we 
have," Mrs. Schorie added. 


She said her son told her by tele- 


phone that the rangers had warned 
campers there may be some flooding, 
but later in the night they came 
through the campground ordering ev- 
eryone to leave. 


"He said they had their lights flash- 


ing and sirens on and they just threw 
their tent in the van and took off," 
Mrs. Schorie said. 


PARKIN HAD thought his son and 


daughter-in-law might have left the 
area in advance of the flooding, but 
after several days passed without any 
calls, they were prepared for the 
worse. 


"My wife said that she feels so good 


right now, and nobody can change

WAI.KEK'S .MOVE surprised most 


observers and halted reports that he 


would veto the compromise school aid 
formula revision plan. 


The legislation approved by Walker 


will: 


• Eliminate the need for school dis- 


tricts to roll back tax rates as the 
amount of state aid increases. This 
will allow schools to propose new tax 
increases without facing the loss of 
state aid. 


• Modify the formula tor calcu- 


lating attendance figures for the pur- 
poses' of state aid payments. This will 
allow school districts with declining 
enrollments lo average attendance 
figures over the past three years and 
reduce the amount state aid that will 
be lost. 


• Change the penalty formula lev- 


ied against schools that do not meet 
the minimum number of class days. 
This will save Chicago schools about 
.S-4 million in penalties that were lev- 
ied because the schools closed 16 days 
early this spring. Chicago still must 
pay S32 million in penalties. 


• Include a "hold-harmless" provi- 


sion that attempts to guarantee that 
no school district will receive less 
state aid this year because of the 
changes. 


• Allow Downstate school districts 


to include transportation costs in com- 
puting how much state aid will be re- 
ceived. 


• Reduce the qualifying rate for 


unit and elementary school districts, 
making it easier to qualify for the 
maximum state aid payments. 


The single portion of the formula 


bill that Walker vetoed would have re- 
quired school districts to layoff teach- 
ers on the basis of seniority. Teachers 
with less service would have been the 
first fired. 
State Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, the 


chief sponsor of the bill, said he was 
pleased with Walker's action. Jaffe's 
original bill contained only the provi- 
sions to eliminate the tax rate roll- 
back and compute attendance.

HE CALLED Walker's approval of 


the bill's provisions for changing the 
state aid qualifications "good news." 
However, he termed the veto of the 
seniority clause "political retribution 
of the highest order and a kick in the 
teeth lo thousands of mature and ex- 
perienced teachers who will continue 
lo be at the mercy of arbilrary and 
c a p r i c i o u s dismissal by school 
boards." 


He said the "crazy-quilt vetoes" by 


the governor are "shrewd calculations 
vis-a-vis the governor's political fu- 
ture rather than actions geared to the 
best welfare of thousands of dedicated 
teachers." 


Toni Kane, Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 teachers' union official, said 
she anticipated the veto. "It is my un- 
derstanding the school boards, PTAs 
and the state board of education were 
lobbying heavily against it," she said. 


Ms. Kane said the veto is "going to 


make it harder for us to get reduc- 
tion-in-force language at the bargain- 
ing table. The seniority concept is the 
big boogey man. In the private sector 
they lay off in an orderly way. Why 
should teachers be any different?"

that will keep Chicago schools from 
paying the full penalty for early clos- 
ing.

changes can go into effect this year," 
Jaffe said. 


He said he had conferred with 


Walker Thursday and that the gover- 
nor said the state could not afford the 
formula changes without the accelera- 
ted tax collection plan. 


The plan, which was presented as 


part of Walker's fiscal 1977 budget 
last March, calls for businesses to 
turn over sales tax receipts more 
quickly and to give the state the por- 
tion of the income tax withheld ear- 
lier. Walker said the plan will give the 
state an extra $95 million during this 
fiscal year, which began July 1. 


The legislature killed several 
at- 


tempts to pass the accelerated tax 
collection plan in the spring. 


The General Assembly is not sched- 


uled to reconvene until Nov. 17, after 
the election. Walker said if the legisla- 
ture does not approve the tax collec- 
tion plan, the school formual revisions 
will not go into effect until July 1, 
1977. 


JAFFE SAID he does not believe 


delaying the implementation of the 
formula changes will affect school dis- 
tricts. Most school administrators had 
planned the budgets based on the old 
school aid formulas. 


A s p o k e s m a n for Comptroller 


George Landberg said Walker's use of 
the amendatory veto to link the school 
aid formula revisions to the accelera- 
ted tax collection plan may be invalid. 


"I don't think the governor can pro- 


p o s e two sets of recommended 
changes and then tie them to some- 
thing thal's still a gleam in his eye," 
said Calvin Bostain, Lindberg's gener- 
al counsel. 


Illinois House Speaker William Red- 


mond, D-Bensenville, predicted that 
because action on the veto message 
will not come until after the Novem- 
ber election, the man chosen to re- 
place Walker could have a big say in 
the legislature's action. 


Local leaders see mixed promises 


The mixed bag of promises included 


in the school-aid formula bill signed 
Thursday by Gov. Daniel Walker 
brought mixed reactions from North- 
west suburban school officials. 


Administrators 
in districts 
with 


declining enrollments and those that 
will benefit from the elimination of the 
tax rollback said they were pleased 
with the bill's passage. But officials in 
districts that will not benefit from 
those provisions said they will lose 
money as their share of state aid is 
divided among the districts covered 
by the bill. 


School officials said they were not 


sure exactly how much the formula 
changes would help or hurt them be- 
cause Walker has not revealed how 
much state money will be available 
for education. 


William Henkel, a lobbyist for local 


school districts, said, "I don't think 
any school district in this state is go- 
ing to know where it stands until Dec. 
1 at the very earliest. It has to be a 
record as far as putting people in the 
dark." 


OFFICIALS IN districts with dechn- 


i n g enrollments, 
including River 


Trails Dist. 26 and Mount Prospect 
Dist. 57, said they expect passage of 
the bill to help their districts. 


Ralph Beaudoin, Dist. 26 business 


manager, said the provision allowing 
districts to average their daily attend- 
ance figures over the last three years 
will have "considerable impact" on 
Dist. 26. "We have about $75,000 a 
year to gain from that," Beaudoin 
said. 


Dist. 57 Supt. Earl Sutler said the 


declining enrollment provision "would 
be most helpful for us." Sutler said, 
however, the districts still do not 
know whether they will receive the 
full amount of state aid promised to 
them by the slate. 


In 1975-76, districts received only 95 


per cent of the originally promised 
stale aid, and state financial problems 
have led Ihem to believe they will re- 
ceive only 85 per cent to 90 per cenl 
for 1976-77. 


Administrators in High School Dis- 


tricts 211 and 214 said they would 
benefit from the elimination of the tax 
rollback, but they also expressed re- 
servations about the long-term effects 
of the bill. 


Under the present formula if dis- 


tricts exceed the legal limit at which 
they can tax residents, they lose state 
aid. Locally, only the high school dis- 
tricts have had to roll back their 
taxes to abide by this law. 


"WE'RE HAPPY TO have the roll- 


back eliminated." said Robert Weber, 
Dist. 214 associate superintendent for 
business services. He said local tax- 
payers will have to pay more taxes to 
offset losses in state aid caused by the 
bill's changes in the formula. "We 
can get ahold of the money by simply 
increasing our taxes," Weber said. 


Weber said he is unhappy that the 


bill gives an advantage to unit dis- 
tricts by allotting those districts a 
greater portion of state aid. 


"I don't feel that our organization in 


this area as a dual (separate high 
school and elementary districts) in- 
stead of a unit district should be a 
penalty to our taxpayers," Weber 
said. 


Dist. 211 also will gain from the re- 


moval of the rollback provision, said 
James Slater, district business man- 
ager. 


However, Slater 
said, the long- 


range effect of Walker's action and 
"politicking involving the schools" is 
that "it will cause educators to be- 
come more political in nature" be- 
cause school finance will be handled 
on the state level rather than locally. 


ADMINISTRATORS 
IN Schaum- 


burg Township Dist. 54 and Wheeling- 
Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 said the reap- 
portionment of state money, with 
more aid going to unit districts and 
districts with declining enrollments, 
will hurt their districts. 


"If other districts are going to qual- 


ify for more state aid, then our pro- 
portionate share will be smaller," 
said Victor Berner, controller in Dist. 
54. 


Officials with the Illinois Office of 


Education said they are pleased with 
the passage of the bill but dis- 
appointed that it will not take effect 
until the legislature meets again. 


A spokesman for the state office of 


education said state aid payments for 
Ihe coming school year, which begins 
in Augusl, will be made according to 
the current formula until the new law 
is acted upon. 


Behrel ends four decades of service to city today

Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Beli- 


ipl ends his career of service to the 
citv todav — a career that spans tlie 
better part of four decades. Looking 
at it another way. Herb Behrel was 
mayor

Longevitv is probably the first trait 


of Behrel'c. liG-yejr tenure. He first 
was elected alderman in 1949 and then 
ma>or in l!)57 But there is much 
more to this man who started and 
ei.ded 11., political caieer within the 
city limits. 


Behrel s id he Hoc-, not think of 


himsolt as a politician, despite an un- 
prccudrntecl five mayoral election vic- 
tone-,. including the defeat of a father 
and son He brat Kemharclt Wolf in 
Unit 
and 
narrow Iv defeated 
Wolf's 


son, David, in 1973. 


"Oh. I paid my dues to the Maine 


Township 
Republican Organization, 


but I never realy got involved," Beh- 
rel recalled during a recent interview 
with The Herald. 


FOR HKI5I5 Behrel, never getting 


involved means that the traditional 
seats of power, like the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly or U.S. Congress, never 
held much temptation. He snid he did 
not have the urge to run for higher 
office. 


The mayor spent most of his career 


on the side of the majority in the city 
council, accomplishing- most of the 
things he thought were needed by the 
city. 


The majority has endured for many 


years, but the recent elections have 
brought a shift and some fiery new 


aldermen who balked at Behrel's deci- 
sions. Some of the more heated city 
council meemgs during the Behrel 
years have occurred since 1973 over 
projects that the mayor favored. 


As he prepares to leave for a pleas- 


ant-looking home in Del Webb's Sun 
City, Ariz., Behrel points to bringing 
a seeminly endless supply of water 
from Chicago as his greatest accom- 
plishment. 


THE ACHIEVEMENT of tying into 


Chicago's water mains has taken on 
increasing significance in the closing 
months of his career as neighboring 
communities are forced to impose 
strict bans on water usage because 
their 
supply comes 
from 
under- 


ground wells. 


"We had that in 1961," Behrel is 


quick to note. Reminding himself as 


he speaks that Des Plaines was 
forced to impose limitations too and 
probably lost lucrative motel devel- 
opment because of a water shortage 
15 years ago. 


Behrel is still modest enough to in- 


clude praise for the many aldermen 
and city workers who have served 
Des Plaines during his' career, but he 
admits the future holds some uncer- 
tainty. 


Where he once buried his chin in his 


chest and sloughed off the question of 
how the city would replace him, the 
mayor now candidly admits the feat 
cannot be done. 


"I grew up with this job," Bohrel 


said. He has noted in past conversa- 
tions that he had gotten "to know a 
little about a lot," relating to the op- 
eration of the city. 


DES PLAINES MAYOR Herbert H. Behrel 
qots ready to say his last goodbyes today to 


the city he has headed for 
19 years. Al- 


though today is the mayor's last day, Beh- 


rel's many friends will pay their official trib- 
utes to him at a farewell dinner Saturday. 


"I don't cai'e who they are, you 


can't expect to step in and catch on 
from day one," said Behrel who has 
now dropped his long standing opposi- 
tion to hiring a professional city man- 
ager after he leaves. 


HE SAID A CITY manager or ad- 


ministrative aide can smooth the way 
for Aid. Charles Bolek. 3rd, elected by 
the city council to serve out the re- 
mainder of Behrel's term as mayor. 


A CURMUDGEON of sorts, Behrel 


has proven to be a strong-willed man 
who is not universally loved by the 400 
workers who look to him as the boss. 
But the personality disputes 
aside, 


there have been few major labor dis- 
putes during the Behrel years, even 
since the formation of unions for near- 
ly all employes. 


Few, too, have been the instances of 


corruption in the city. Behrel talks 
about a few mistakes that some work- 
ers have made, but generally the ex- 
amples can be viewed more as sins of 
flesh rather than betrayal of the 
public trust. 


"I don't know how Des Plaines 


managed to stay clean," Behrel re- 
marks. The examples of political cor- 
ruption have struck as close as for- 
mer 
Maine 
Township Republican 


Committeeman Floyd Fulle, who was 
convicted recently of extortion and 
tax evasion in a azoning shakedown 
scheme. 


"I had one guy offer me $10,000 


once for a liquor license and I told 
him to get out," Behrel said, admit- 
ting that after telling the story to- a 
reporter some years later he got a 
visit from the FBI. 


B E H R E L ' S LONGEVITY also 


makes for a temptation to compare 
him to Illinois' prince of municipa- 
lities, Richard J. Daley, but Behrel 
said he never attempted to emulate 
Chicago's boss or any other politician. 


"I looked at Daley and decided 


there was no way we could operate 
that way. We have different rules out 
here," he said. But Behrel feels he 
knows Daley well enough to call him 
"Dick" and well enough to tell him 
point blank that Daley had the power 
to put the much-fought, controversial 
Metropolitan Sanitary District plant 
at O'Hare Airport. Behrel failed in his 
effort to get the plant relocated, but 
Behrel has always found it valuable to 
maintain a rapport with politicians of 
all persuasions. 


"I have a special place in my heart 


for George Dunne," Behrel said as he 
related an anecdote about the severe 
flooding of 1957 that swept the city 
just two months after he came into of- 
fice. Behrel likes to explain in detail 
how he worked with the present Cook 
County Board president when Dunne 


was a state representative to push 
through an appropriation to improve 
Weller Creek, a major source of the 
destructive flooding. 


"Dunne stood up in the appropria- 


tions committee and said 'I recom- 
mend do pass' and the other Demo- 
crats went along with it and we got 
the improvements," Behrel said. 


THE MAYOR notes that the city also 


benefited from its share of luck in 
snaring some of the business and in- 
dustry. As a result. Des Plaines col- 
lects nearly as much sales tax revenue 
as Schaumburg, with its giant Wood- 
fied Shopping Center. One bonus has 
been 
a 
railroad 
agreement 
that 


allowed box cars to be delivered in 
Des Plaines for a much smaller fee 
than costs in more outlying suburbs. 


Behrel can talk with ease and in 


detail about railroad schedules and 
tarriffs because his first "career" 
stretched more than 39 years with the 
Booth Fisheries Co. That job saw him 
start as a mailboy before the Depres- 
sion and work through a variety of 
positions, ending as a sales manager 
for the western half of the nation. 


It was that business career which 


sparked an unexpected phone call one 
Saturday afternoon in 1948 from for- 
mer mayor, attorney Kenneth Meyer. 


"He asked me if I wanted to run for 


alderman," Behrel remembers, still 
reacting with a "me run for what" 
expression on his face. Meyer ex- 
plained Behrel was a businessman 
and well known in the community. 
Those two assets were enough to run 
for the city council from the third 
ward. The situation nearly repeated 
itself eight years later when Meyer 
decided not to seek reelection and 
concentrate on his growing law prac- 
tice. 


"No, I never expected it to go this 


far, I could never imagine this," he 
added. But Behrel has gone some dis- 
tance in addition to his years. 


WHILE THE CITY has developed 


and prospered during his career, so 
have its facilities. 


"When we first started, they bought 


over the old desk and chair from the 
public works department," Behrel 
said. He now presides from his sixth- 
floor office atop the new Civic Center 
which stretches high above the mod- 
est two-story building which served as 
his first office. 


But the new office affords more than 


a modicum of luxury and previously 
unheard of breathing room. The facil- 
ities offer a splendid view of the con- 
struction of the Superblock complex 
and the city's new parking garage. 
The projects are the first phase of the 
much dreamed-of downtown redevel- 
opment plan.

1 Death of legionnaires still unsolved 


HARRISBURG, Pa, (UPI) - As 


Legionnaires began to bury their 
dead, state scientists all but rilled out 
swine flu Thursday and turned to oth- 
er viruses and poisons as possible 
causes of the American Legion illness 
that killed at least 23 persons. 


State Legion Comdr. Joseph V. 


Adams attended two wakes in the 
past two days and Thursday stood by 
silently as the flag-draped casket of 
one of the convention goers, John B. 
Ralph, 41, was lowered into the 
ground at Williamstown. 


"Most families are still in a state of 


shock," he said. "They can't believe 
that it happened that fast." 


With laboratory studies starting to 


come up empty handed, the no-ex- 
pense-spared investigation expanded 
to look at environmental 
factors 


which might have played a role in the 
disease. It struck at least 161 persons 
whose common link was attending the 
Legion convention two weeks ago in 
Philadelphia. 


The state health dept. was in- 


vestigating a possible 24th illness-re- 


lated death Thursday. A representa- 
tive at St. Francis Hospital in Pitts- 
burgh said Mrs. Elva Hamilton, 73, of 
Upper St. Clair, died of symptoms 
similar to those of earlier victims. 
She was the wife of a Legionnaire and 
attended the convention. 


State Health Sec. Leonard Bachman 


said a team of federal specialists was 
dispatched to examine places where 
Legionnaires congregated to see if the 
ventilating systems might have trans- 
ported some sort of toxic substance

Village delays decision on pistol range contract 


The Milage bouid lias postponed a 


decision to award a contract lor an 
indoor pistol range for (lie Hoffman 
h'states Police Dept 


Finance Director Keith Weiidlantl 


said Thursday the \illago has decided 
to seek bids on the project after some 
confusion arose on two informal price 
quotations received by the village. 


It appeared that a $27,000 equipment 
contract for the range would be 
awarded to Kory Shooting Equip- 
ment and u $37,000 ventilation, in- 
s u 1 a 11 o n and electrical contract 
would be awarded to Rice Heating 
and Cooling. 


However. Wendland said another 


firm offered lower prices at the last 


moment. The village decided to open 
formal bidding to eliminate con- 
fusion, he said. 
, 


Wendland said the bids would be 
due Aug. 13. 


The village had budgeted $52,000 


this year for construction and equip- 
ment for the pistol range, which po- 
lice have sought for several years. 


Last month, village officials de- 


cided to finance the project over a 
three-year period. 


The village 
is contracting for 


equipment, 
ventilation, insulation 


and electrical work only. Village po- 
iice have said they will build the 
range in their off-duty hours. 


An application for state funding to 


e s t a b l i s h a Northwest suburban 
"crisis home" for boys younger than 
17 has been endorsed by members of 
the Schaumburg Township Committee 
on Youth. 


The proposal 
is 
supported 
by 


Schaumburg and six other townships 
in the Northwest suburban area, said 
Larry Walker, Schaumburg Township 
director of youth services. 


Walker said the home is needed be- 


cause a new law prohibits sending 
youthful offenders to a "security de- 
tention" facility. The home would pro- 
vide temporary shelter and counseling 
for runaways, truants, curfew viola- 
tors and other youths who cannot be 
charged with adult crimes. 


A temporary care home for girls 


has been established in Park Ridge, 
Walker said. 


"SOMETIMES IT is just not fea- 


sible for these kids to go immediately 
back home or be placed with foster 
parents," Walker said. 


The home, Walker said, would ac- 


commodate up to eight boys for a 
maximum stay of 15 working days. 


"The idea is to provide a cooling off 


period in which casework can be 
made available for the boy and his 
family which will enable him to re- 
turn home," Walker said. 


He said the Northwest Municipal 


Conference is the sponsor of the grant 
application, which will be filed by 
Tuesday with the Illinois Law En- 
forcement Commission. 


The municipal conference is a group 


of 16 communities and several town- 
ships. 


Walker said the money would come 


from an approximately $250,000 grant 


fund established by the state law en- 
forcement commission. 


"WE ARE NOT asking for a defi- 


nite amount of money but hope to re- 
ceive about $100,000," Walker said. 
Terms of the grant agreement require 
local communities to pay 10 per cent 
of the cost of the facility, Walker said. 


Walker said the plan is "not to build 


a building but to use an existing facil- 
ity.'' He said several sites are under 
consideration although a decision will 
not be made until the state money is 
approved. 


Major expenses, he said, would bs 


rent, staff salaries, utilities, food and 
other commodities. 


Walker said the proposal has been 


endorsed by Schaumburg and Hoff- 
man Estates police departments and 
the Maine, Wheeling, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Palatine, Hanover and Barring- 
ton township boards and youth com- 
missions.

driving him home. 


RAUSCH SAID Lahti's use of col- 


lege vehicles does not represent a pat- 
tern of abuse, but rather isolated in- 
cidents. 


"This whole affair is bordering on 


the ridiculous,'1 said Robert Creek, 
president of the High Schoool Dist. 211 
school board. "It's a question of good 
judgment and good taste," Creek 
said. 


If a Dist. 211 superintendent used 


district personnel for private busi- 
ness. Creek said, he would fire him. 


Rausch and Robert Moats, the only 


two committee members present, 
each said the board had not held se- 
cret meetings in the last 18 months as 
The Herald had reported.

Happy ending for victims of flood

Mr. and Mrs. George Schorie were 


getting ready to make the grim flight 
to Colorado. Jack and Virginia Parkin 
of Arlington Heights were considering 
the same trip. 


The two local couples feared the 


worst about the fate of their children, 
who had been camping near Love- 
land, Col. last weekend. 


The tension ended happily for them. 
"They called and said they were all 


right," an elated Jack Parkin said 
Thursday. He explained his son, Rich- 


ard and his wife Candice of Hoffman 
Estates, and Richard and Carol Zolp 
of Arlington Heights, had escaped 
Sunday from the killer flood along the 
big Thompson River Canyon. 


"THEY CALLED from California," 


Parkin said, explaining that the two 
couples had heeded the warning of 
forest rangers to leave their campsite 
and they just drove to the planned 
destination near Anaheim, Calif. 


"I was so happy, so thrilled, when 


they called, I was shouting over the 
phone," Shirlee Schorie said. She said 


the young people did not have a radio 
in the van they were using and did not 
learn of the devastation in Colorado, 
which has claimed at least 100 lives, 
until Wednesday. 


"I was not sure this was going to be 


a happy ending, but that is what we 
have," Mrs. Schorie added. 


She said her son told her by tele- 


phone that the rangers had warned 
campers there may be some flooding, 
but later in the night they came 
through the campground ordering ev- 
eryone to leave. 


"He said they had their lights flash- 


ing and sirens on and they just threw 
their tent in the van and took off," 
Mrs. Schorie said. 


PARKIN HAD thought his son and 


daughter-in-law might have left the 
area in advance of the flooding, but 
after several days passed without any 
calls, they were prepared for the 
worse. 


"My wife said that she feels so good 


right now, and nobody can change

Oov Daniel Walker approved sev- 


eral major school-aid formula provi- 
sions considered vital to suburban 
school districts However, he linked 
quick enactment of the measures to 
passage of another controversial pio- 
posal 


Walker confounded many educators 


and political observers by approving 
seven of the eight major provisions of 
House Bill 3518 But he used his amen- 
datory veto power to tie immediate 
enactment of the bill to passage of his 
accelerated tax collection plan for 
sales and income tax receipts That 
plan was defeated twice by the Illinois 
General Assembl> last spring. 


Walker delayed action on the $1 287 


billion appropriation bill for the com- 
mon school fund for another week 
Aides said the governor needs addi- 
tional time to study the state's fiscal 
condition 


U.M,KEK'S MOVE surprised most 


observers and halted reports that he 
would veto the compromise school aid 
formula revision plan. 


The legislation approved by Walker 


will 


• Eliminate the need for school dis- 


tricts to roll back tax rates as the 
amount of state aitl increases This 
will allow schools to propose new tax 
increases without facing the loss of 
state aid. 


• Modify the formula for calcu- 


lating attendance figures for the pur- 
poses of state aid payments. This will 
allow school districts with declining 
enrollments to average attendance 
figures over the past three years and 
reduce the amount state aid that will 
be lost. 


• Change the penalty formula lev- 


ied against schools that do not meet 
the minimum number of class days. 
This will save Chicago schools about 
$24 million in penalties that were lev- 
ied because the schools closed 16 days 
early this spring. Chicago still must 
pay $32 million in penalties. 


• Include a "hold-harmless" provi- 


sion that attempts to guarantee that 
no school district will receive less 
state aid this year because of the 
changes. 


• Allow Downstate school districts 


to include transportation costs in com- 
puting how much state aid will be re- 
ceived. 


• Reduce the qualifying rate for 


unit and elementary school districts, 
making it easier to qualify for the 
maximum state aid payments. 


The single portion of the formula 


bill that Walker vetoed would have re- 
quired school districts to layoff teach- 
ers on the basis of seniority. Teachers 
with less service would have been the 
first fired. 
State Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, the 


chief sponsor of the bill, said he was 
pleased with Walker's action. Jaffe's 
original bill contained only the provi- 
sions to eliminate the tax rate roll- 
back and compute attendance. 


HOWEVER, a coalition of legisla- 


tors, mostly Chicago Democrats, used 
the bill as a vehicle for a major for- 
mula revision approved in the spring 
session. 


They also tacked on the features 


that will keep Chicago schools from 
paying the full penalty for early clos- 
ing. This change will be law for all 
Ilinois schools in the future. 


"We got the major reviews that we 


wanted and if the same coalition 
which worked for the passage of the 
bill works for passage of the tax 
speed-up plan in November, the 
changes can go into effect this year," 
Jaffe said. 


He said he had conferred with 


Walker Thursday and that the gover- 
nor said the state could not afford the 
formula changes without the accelera- 
ted tax collection plan. 


The plan, which was presented as

Local leaders say formula bill holds mixed promises 


The mixed bag of promises included 


in the school-aid formula bill signed 
Thursday by Gov. Daniel Walker 
brought mixed reactions from North- 
west suburban school officials. 


Administrators in districts

declining enrollments and those that 
will benefit from the elimination of the 
tax rollback said they were pleased 
with the bill's passage. But officials in 
districts that will not benefit from 
those provisions said the,y will lose 
money as their share of state aid is 
divided among the districts covered 
by the bill. 


School officials said they were not 


sure exactly how much the formula 
changes would help or hurt them be- 
cause Walker has not revealed how 
much state money will be available 
for education. 


William Henkel, a lobbyist for local 


school districts, said, '!! don't think 
any school district in this state is go- 
ing to know where it stands until Dec. 
1 at the very earliest. It has to be a 
record as far as putting people in the 
dark."

Mount Prospect Dist 57 Supt. Earl 


Sutler said the amendment would 
have "taken away from the Board of 
Education the opportunity to place 
teachers properly in terms of their 
skills and ability when they need to 
make staff cutbacks " He said other 
qualifications such as backgiound and 
abilities should be considered instead 
of scmontj 


Cuitis Plott, executive secretary of 


the Illinois Education Assn., a state- 
wide teachers union, called Walker's 
action1- on the bill "a tight-rope act." 


HE CALLED Walker's approval of 


the bill's provisions for changing the 
state aid qualifications "good news." 
Hn\vfvci. he termed the veto of the 
seniority clause "political retribution 
of the highest order and a kick in the 
teeth to thousands of mature and ex- 
perienced teachers who will continue 
to be al the mercy of arbitrary and 
c a p r i c i o u s dismissal by school 
boards " 


He said the "crazy-quilt vetoes" by 


the governor are "shrewd calculations 
vls-a-vis the governor's political fu- 
ture rather than actions geared to the 
best welfare of thousands of dedicated 
teachers." 


Tom Kane, Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 teachers' union official, said 
sh« anticipated the veto. "It is my un- 
derstanding the school boards, PTAs 
and the state board of education were 
lobbying heavily against it," she said. 


Ms. Kane said the veto is "going to 


make it harder for us to get reduc- 
tion-in-force language at the bargain- 
ing table. The seniority concept is the 
big boogey man. In the private sector 
they lay off in an orderly way. Why 
should teachers be any different?" 
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Trails Dist. 26 and Mount Prospect 
Dist. 57, said they expect passage of 
the bill to help their districts. 


Ralph Beaudoin, Dist. 26 business 


manager, said the provision allowing 
districts to average their daily attend- 
ance figures over the last three years 
will have "considerable impact" on 
Dist. 26. "We have about $75,000 a 
year to gain from that," Beaudoin 
said. 


Dist. 57 Supt. Earl Sutler said the 


declining enrollment provision "would 
be most helpful for us." Sutler said, 
however, the districts still do not 
know whether they will receive the 
full amount of state aid promised to 
them by the state. 


In 1975-76, districts received only 95 


per cent of the originally promised 
state aid, and state financial problems 
have led them to believe they will re- 
ceive only 85 per cent to 90 per cent 
for 1976-77. 


Administrators in High School Dis- 


tricts 211 and 214 said they would 
benefit from the elimination of the tax 
rollback, but they also expressed re- 
servations about the long-term effects 
of the bill. 


Under the present formula if dis- 


tricts exceed the legal limit at which 
they can tax residents, they lose state 
aid. Locally, only the high school dis- 
tricts have had to roll back their 
taxes to abide by this law. 


"WE'RE HAPPY TO have the roll- 


back eliminated," said Robert Weber, 
Dist 214 associate superintendent for 
business services. He said local tax- 
payers will have to pay more taxes to 
offset losses in state aid caused by the 
bill's changes in the formula. "We 
can get ahold of the money by simply 
increasing our taxes," Weber said. 


Weber said he is unhappy that the 


bill gives an advantage to unit dis- 
tricts by allotting those districts a 
greater portion of state aid. 


"I don't feel that our organization in 


this area as a dual (separate high 
school and elementary districts) in- 
stead of a unit district should be a 
penalty to our taxpayers," Weber 
said. 


Dist. 211 also will gain from the re- 


moval of the rollback provision, said 
James Slater, district business man- 
ager. 


However, Slater said, the long- 


range effect of Walker's action and 
"politicking involving the schools" is 
that "it will cause educators to be- 
come more political in nature" be- 
cause school finance will be handled 
on the state level rather than locally.

burg Township Dist. 54 and Wheeling- 
Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 said the reap- 
portionment of state money, with 
more aid going to unit districts and 
districts with declining enrollments, 
will hurt their districts.

A Harper College special committee 


Thursday decided that College Pres. 
Robert Lahti misused college vehicles 
and personnel twice in the last two 
years. 


The commiltee of trustees, how- 


ever, said Lahti had not misused col- 
lege vehicles on four other occasions 
because the college benefited from 
his use of vehicles for personal busi- 
ness. 


The committee said Lahti should 


not have used college vehicles and 
personnel to drive him and his family 
to the airport to start their vacation. 
Lnhti said he did this so he would not 
have to leave his car at the airport. 


USING A PUBLIC safety vehicle to 


drive Lahti to a board of directors 
meeting at the Bank of Elk Grove 
also was unwarranted, the committee 
decided, because the college did not 
benefit from the use. 


The committee found nothing wrong 


with Lahti's having public safety per- 
sonnel deliver mail and other college 
papers to him at his Inverness home 
so he could work on college business 


after leaving campus. 


"We are paying the man enough 


money to get as much work out of 
him as we can," said committee 
Chairman Robert Rausch. 
Harper 


pays Lahti more than $54,000 annually 
in salary and fringe benefits. 


The committee decided that Lahti 


had done nothing wrong when he sent 
public safety personnel to assist his 
wife, whose car had stalled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center, or in picking 
his son up from a soccer game and 
driving him home. 


RAUSCH SAID Lahti's use of col- 


lege vehicles does not represent a pat- 
tern of abuse, but rather isolated in- 
cidents. 


"This whole affair is bordering on 


the ridiculous." said Robert Creek, 
president of the High Schoool Dist. 211 
school board. "It's a question of good 
judgment and good taste," Creek 
said. 


If a Dist. 211 superintendent used 


district personnel for private busi- 
ness, Creek said, he would fire him. 


Rausch and Robert Moats, (he only 


two committee members present, 
each said the board had not held se- 
cret meetings in the last 18 months as 
The Herald had reported. 


Rausch said 17 of the 24 dinner

Happy ending for victims of flood

Mr. and Mrs. George Schorie were 


getting ready to make the grim flight 
to Colorado. Jack and Virginia Parkin 
of Arlington Heights were considering 
the same trip. 


The two local couples feared the 


worst about the fate of their children, 
who had been camping near Love- 
land. Col. last weekend. 


The tension ended happily for them. 
"They called and said they were all 


right," an elated Jack Parkin said 
Thursday. He explained his son, Rich- 


ard and his wife Candice of Hoffman 
Estates, and Richard and Carol Zolp 
of Arlington Heights, had escaped 
Sunday from the killer flood along the 
big Thompson River Canyon. 


"THEY CALLED from California," 


Parkin said, explaining that the two 
couples had heeded the warning of 
forest rangers to leave their campsite 
and they just drove to the planned 
destination near Anaheim, Calif. 


"I was so happy, so thrilled, when 


they called, I was shouting over the 
phone," Shirlee Schorie said. She said 


the young people did not have a radio 
in the van they were using and did not 
learn of the devastation in Colorado, 
which has claimed at least JOO lives, 
until Wednesday. 


"I was not sure this was going to be 


a happy ending, but that is what we 
have," Mrs. Schorie added. 


She said her son told her by tele- 


phone that the rangers had warned 
campers there may be some flooding, 
but later in the night they came 
through the campground ordering ev- 
eryone to leave. 


"He said they had their lights flash- 


ing and sirens on and they just threw 
their tent in the van and took off,"" 
Mrs. Schorie said. 


PARKIN HAD thought his son and 


daughter-in-law might have left the 
area in advance of the flooding, but 
after several days passed without any 
calls, they were prepared for the 
worse.

property. 


In the case of the Nike property,

Fighting iveeds can be a seedy job 


by ,IUDIE BLACK 


There's nothing funny about weeds. 


They make your nose run, eyes water 
and congest your lungs. And usually 
they need cutting. 


In Palatine Township, that's the job 


of August H. Boehm, the township 
•weed commissioner. It's only a part- 
time position, from June through Oc- 
tober. But when the weeds start grow- 
ing tall late this month, it's a job that 
prompts calls that "can really drive 
you crazy," Boehm said. 


Last summer the encephalitis scare 


prompted nearly 25 telephone calls 
from persons who feared the disease- 
carrying mosquitos might be breeding 


in clumps of tall weeds. 


WHEN BOEHM received a call, he 


would inspect the weed site, then 
check the township plat book for its 
exact location. Boehm would check 
with the township assessor's office to 
find the property owner, who would 
be notified that his land's noxious 
weed growth needed cutting. 


About 75 per cent of the owners co- 


operated and tended to their property 
within a few days. Several asked 
Boehm for suggestions about who to 
contact 
for 
cutting service. 
But 


Boehm had to "twist the arms" of the 
other 25 per cent of the property own- 
ers. 


Last week, the township auditors 


approved an ordinance that 
allows 


Boehm to have weeds cut if the prop- 
erty owners fail to heed a cutting no- 
tice from the township within 10 days. 
The property owner must pay the cut- 
ting bill within 60 days or the town- 
ship can place a lien on his property. 


Finding someone willing to cut lots 


filled with weeds is another story, 
even at the $25-an-hour rate approved 
in the township ordinance. Many 
weed-infested lots are filled with de- 
bris and garbage ranging from aban- 
doned automobile parts and kitchen 
sinks to baby buggies. 


Boehm recently hit something with

the blade on his most frequently used 
tractor.

Gov. Daniel Walker approved sev- 


eral major school-aid formula provi- 
sions considered vital to suburban 
school districts. However, he linked 
quick enactment of the measures to 
passage of another controversial pro- 
posal 


Walker confounded many educators 


and political observers by approving 
seven of the eight major provisions of 
House Bill 3518, But he used his amen- 
datory veto power to tie immediate 
enactment of the bill to passage of his 
accelerated tax collection plan for 
sales and income tax receipts. That 
plan was defeated twice by the Illinois 
General Assembly last spring. 


Walker delayed action on the $1 287 


billion appropriation bill for the com- 
mon school fund for another week. 
Aides said the governor needs addi- 
tional time to study the state's fiscal 
condition. 


WALKER'S MOVE surprised most 


observers and halted reports that he 
would veto the compromise school aid 
formula revision plan. 


The legislation approved by Walker 


will: 


• Eliminate the need for school dis- 


tucts to roll back tax rates as the 
amount of state aid increases. This 
will allow schools to propose new tax 
inci eases without facing the loss o£ 
state aid 


• Modify the formula for calcu- 


lating attendance figures for the pur- 
poses of state aid payments. This will 
allow school districts with declining 
emollments to average attendance 
figures over the past three years and 
reduce the amount state aid that will 
be lost 


• Change the penalty formula lev- 


ied against schools that do not meet 
the minimum number of class days. 
This will save Chicago schools about 
^24 million in penalties that were lev- 
ied because the schools closed 16 days 
early this spring Chicago still must 
pay $32 million in penalties. 


• Include a "hold-harmless" provi- 


sion that attempts to guarantee that 
no school district will receive less 
state aid this year because of the 
changes 


• Allow Downstate school districts 


to include transportation costs in com- 
puting how much state aid will be re- 
ceived. 


• Reduce the qualifying rate for 


unit ami elementary school districts, 
making It easier to qualify for the 
maximum state aid payments. 


The single portion of the formula 


bill that Walker vetoed would have re- 
quired school districts to layoff teach- 
ers on the ba&is of seniority. Teachers 
with less service would have been the 
first fired 
State Rep Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, the 


chief sponsor of the bill, said he was 
pleased with Walker's action. Jaffe's 
original bill contained only the provi- 
sions to eliminate the tax rate roll- 
back and compute attendance. 


HOWEVER, a coalition of legisla- 


tors, mostly Chicago Democrats, used 
the bill as a vehicle for a major for- 
mula revision approved in the spring 
session. 


They also tacked on the features 


that will keep Chicago schools from 
paying the full penalty for early clos- 
ing. This change will be law for all 
Ilinois schools in the future. 


"We got the major reviews that we 


wanted and if the same coalition 
which worked for the passage of the 
bill works for passage of the tax 
speed-up plan in November, 
the 


changes can go into effect this year," 
Jaffe said. 


He said he had conferred with 


Walker Thursday and that the gover- 
nor said the state could not afford the 
formula changes without the accelera- 
ted tax collection plan. 


The plan, which was presented as 


part of Walker's fiscal 1977 budget 
last March, calls for businesses to 
turn over sales tax receipts more 
quickly and to give the state the por- 


Local leaders say formula bill holds mixed promises 


The mixed bag of promises included 


in the school-aid formula bill signed 
Thursday by Gov. Daniel Walker 
brought mixed reactions from North- 
west suburban school officials. 


Administrators 
in districts with 


declining enrollments and those that 
will benefit from the elimination of the 
tax rollback said they were pleased 
with the bill's passage. But officials in 
districts that will not benefit from 
those provisions said they will lose 
money as their share of state aid is 
divided among the districts covered 
by the bill. 


School officials said they were not 


sure exactly how much the formula 
changes would help or hurt them be- 
cause Walker has not revealed how 
much state money will be available 
for education. 


William Henkel, a lobbyist for local 


school districts, said, "I don't think 
any school district in this state is go- 
ing to know where it stands until Dec. 
1 at the very earliest. It has to be a 
record as far as putting people in the 
dark."

However, he termed tiie veto of the 
seniority clause "political retribution 
of the highest order and a kick in the 
teeth to thousands of 'mature and ex- 
peiienced teachers who will continue 
to be at the mercy of arbitrary and 
c a p r i c i o u s dismissal by school 
boards." 


He said the "crazy-quilt vetoes" by 


the governor are "shrewd calculations 
vis-a-vis the governor's political fu- 
ture rather than actions geared to the 
best welfare of thousands of dedicated 
teachers " 


Toni Kane, Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 teachers' union official, said 
she anticipated the veto. "It is my un- 
derstanding the school boards, PTAs 
and the state board of education were 
lobbying heaviiy against it," she said. 


Ms. Kane said the veto is "going to 


make it harder for us to get reduc- 
tion-in-force language at the bargain- 
ing table. The seniority concept is the 
big boogey man. In the private sector 
they lay off in an orderly way. Why 
should teachers be any different?" 
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Under the present formula if dis- 


tricts exceed the legal limit at which 
they can tax residents, they lose state 
aid. Locally, only the high school dis- 
tricts have had to roll back their 
taxes to abide by this law. 


"WE'RE HAPPY TO have the roll- 


back eliminated," said Robert Weber, 
Dist. 214 associate superintendent for 
business services. He said local tax- 
payers will have to pay more taxes to 
offset losses in state aid caused by the 
bill's changes in the formula. "We 
can get ahold of the money by simply 
increasing our taxes," Weber said. 


Weber said he is unhappy that the 


bill gives an advantage to unit dis- 
tricts by allotting those districts a 
greater portion of state aid. 


"I don't feel that our organization in 


this area ds a dual (separate high 
school and elementary districts) in- 
stead of a unit district should be a 
penalty to our taxpayers," Weber 
said. 


Dist. 211 also will gain from the re- 


moval of the rollback provision, said 
James Slater, district business man- 
ager. 


However, Slater said, the long- 


range effect of Walker's action and 
"politicking involving the schools" is 
that "it will cause educators to be- 
come more political in nature" be- 
cause school finance will be handled 
on the state level rather than locally.

Death of legionnaires still unsolved 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - As 


Legionnaires 
began to bury their 


dead, state scientists all but ruled out 
swine flu Thursday and turned to oth- 
er viruses and poisons as possible 
causes of the American Legion illness 
that killed at least 23 persons. 


State Legion Comdr. Joseph V. 


Adams attended two wakes in the 
past two days and Thursday stood by 
silently as the flag-draped casket of 
one of the convention goers, John B. 
Ralph, 41, was lowered into the 
ground at Williamstown. 


"Most families are still in a state of 


shock," he said. "They can't believe 
that it happened that fast." 


With laboratory studies starting to 


come up empty handed, the no-ex- 
pense-spared investigation expanded 
to look at 
environmental factors 


which might have played a role in the 
disease. It struck at least 161 persons 
whose common link was attending the 
Legion convention two weeks ago in 
Philadelphia. 


The state health dept. was in- 


vestigating a possible 24th illness-re- 


lated death Thursday. A representa- 
tive at St. Francis Hospital in Pitts- 
burgh said Mrs. Elva Hamilton, 73, of 
Upper St. Clair, died of symptoms 
similar to those of earlier victims.

Fighting weeds can be a seedy job

There's nothing funny about weeds. 


They make your nose run, eyes water 
and congest your lungs. And usually 
they need cutting. 


In Palatine Township, that's the job 


of August H. Boehm, the township 
weed commissioner. It's only a part- 


time position, from June through Oc- 
tober. But when the weeds start grow- 
ing tall late this month, it's a job that 
prompts calls that "can really drive 
you crazy," Boehm said. 


Last summer the encephalitis scare 


prompted nearly 25 telephone calls 
from persons who feared the disease- 


carrying mosquitos might be breeding 
in clumps of tall weeds. 


WHEN BOEHM received a call, he 


would inspect the weed site, then 
check the township plat book for its 
exact location. Boehm would check 
with the township assessor's office to 
find the property owner, who would 


be notified that his land's noxious 
weed growth needed cutting. 


About 75 per cent of the owners co- 


operated and tended to their property 
within a few days. Several asked 
Boehm for suggestions about who to 
contact 
for 
cutting service. But

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Lahti misused college vehicles twice: unit

A Harper College special committee 


Thursday decided that College Pres. 
Robert Lahti misused college vehicles 
and personnel twice in the last two 
years. 


The committee of trustees, how- 


ever, said Lahti had not misused col- 
lege vehicles on four other occasions 
because the college benefitted from 
his use of vehicles for personal busi- 
ness. 


The committee said Lahti should 


not have used college vehicles and 
personnel to drive him and his family 
to the airport to start their vacation. 
Lahti said he did this so he would not 
have to leave his car at the airport. 


USING A PUBLIC safety vehicle to 


drive Lahti to a board of directors 
meeting at the Bank of Elk Grove 
also was unwarranted, the committee 
decided, because the college did not 
benefit from the use. 


The committee found nothing wrong 


with Lahti's having public safety per- 
sonnel deliver mail and other college 
papers to him at his Inverness home 
so he could work on college business 


after leaving campus. 


"We are paying the man enough 


money to get as much work out of 
him as we can," said committee 
Chairman Robert 
Rausch. 
Harper 


pays Lahti more than $54,000 annually 
in salary and fringe benefits. 


The committee decided that Lahti 


had done nothing wrong when he sent 
public safety personnel to assist his 
wife, whose car had stalled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center, or in picking 
his son up from a soccer game and 
driving him home. 


RAUSCH SAID Lahti's use of col- 


lege vehicles does not represent a pat- 
tern of abuse, but rather isolated in- 
cidents. 


"This whole affair is bordering on 


the ridiculous," said Robert Creek, 
president of the High Schoool Dist. 211 
school board. "It's a question of good 
judgment and good taste," Creek 
said. 


If a Dist. 211 superintendent used 


district personnel for private busi- 
ness, Creek said, he would fire him. 


Rausch and Robert Moats, the only 


two committee members present, 
each said the board had not held se- 
cret meetings in the last 18 months as 
The Herald had reported. 


Rausch said 17 of the 24 dinner 


meetings The Herald reported were 
prenegotiation sessions by the board's 
negotiating team and did not legally 


have to be announced. 


BOARD POLICY calls for announc- 


ing all meetings, even those not open 
to the public such as negotiation ses- 
sions, Rausch said. The board an- 
nounces the start of negotiations, he 
said, thus notifying the public that 
meetings will take place. 


Notice also is given of specific nego- 


The 17 meet- 
ings in question actually were cauc- 
uses of the board's negotiation team, 
Rausch said. Caucuses held during 
meetings are not announced, he said.

Happy ending for victims of flood

Mr. and Mrs. George Schorie were 


getting ready to make the grim flight 
to Colorado. Jack and Virginia Parkin 
of Arlington Heights were considering 
the same trip. 


The two local couples feared the 


worst about the fate of their children, 
who had been camping near Love- 
land, Col. last weekend. 


The tension ended happily for them. 
"They called and said they were all 


right," an elated Jack Parkin said 
Thursday. He explained his son, Rich- 


ard and his wife Candice of Hoffman 
Estates, and Richard and Carol Zolp 
of Arlington Heights, had escaped 
Sunday from the killer flood along the 
big Thompson River Canyon. 


"THEY CALLED from California," 


Parkin said, explaining that the two 
couples had heeded the warning of 
forest rangers to leave their campsite 
and they just drove to the planned 
destination near Anaheim, Calif., 


"I was so happy, so thrilled, when 


they called, I was shouting over the 
phone," Shiriee Schorie said. She said 


the young people did not have a radio 
in the van they were using and did not 
learn of the devastation in Colorado, 
which has claimed at least 100 lives, 
until Wednesday. 


"I was not sure this was going to be 


a happy ending, but that is what we 
have," Mrs. Schorie added. 


She said her son told her by tele- 


phone that the rangers had warned 
campers there may be some flooding, 
but later in the night they came 
through the campground ordering ev- 
eryone to leave. 


"He said they had their lights flash- 


ing and sirens on and they just threw 
their tent in the van and took off," 
Mrs. Schorie said. 


PARKIN HAD thought his son and 


daughter-in-law might have left the 
area in advance of the flooding, but 
after several days passed without any 
calls, they were prepared for the 
worse. 


"My wife said that she feels so good

Fighting weeds 
for township 
can be seedy job

Boehm had to "twist the arms" of the 
other 25 per cent of the property own- 
ers. 


Last week, the township auditors 


approved an ordinance that allows 
Boehm to have weeds cut if the prop- 
erty owners fail to heed a cutting no- 
tice from the township within 10 days. 
The property owner must pay the cut- 
ting bill within 60 days or the town- 
ship can place a lien on his property. 


Finding someone willing to cut lots 


filled with weeds is another story, 
even at the $25-an-hour rate approved 
in the township ordinance. Many 
weed-infested lots are filled with de- 
bris and garbage ranging from aban- 
doned automobile parts and kitchen 
sinks to baby buggies. 


Boehm recently hit something with 


the blade on his most frequently used 
tractor. It cost him $911 to replace it. 
Other lots are so swampy, the tractor 
gets mired in the mud. 


"IF WE WENT out looking for bad 


spots (of weeds), \ve could be busy 48 
hours a day," Boehm said.

ceived. 


• Reduce the qualifying rate for 


unit and elementary school districts, 
making it easier to qualify for the 
maximum state aid payments. 


The single portion of the formula 


bill that Walker vetoed would have re- 
quired school districts to layoff teach- 
ers on the basis of seniority. Teachers 
with less service would have been the 
first fired. 
State Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, the 


chief sponsor of the bill, said he was 
pleased with Walker's action. Jaffe's 
original bill contained only the provi- 
sions to eliminate the tax rate roll- 
back and compute attendance. 


HOWEVER, a coalition of legisla- 


tors, mostly Chicago Democrats, used 
the bill as a vehicle for a major for- 
mula revision approved in the spring 
session. 


They also tacked on the features 


that will keep Chicago schools from 
paying the full penalty for early clos- 
ing.

A Harper College special committee 


Thursday decided that College Pres. 
Robert Lahti misused college vehicles 
and personnel twice in the last two 
years. 


The committee of trustees, how- 


ever, said Lahti had not misused col- 
lege vehicles on four other occasions 
because the college benefited from 
his use of vehicles for personal busi- 
ness. 


The committee said Lahti should 


not have used college vehicles and 
personnel to drive him and his family 
to the airport to start their vacation 
L.'ihti said he did this so he would not 
have to leave his car at the airport. 


USING A PUBLIC safety vehicle to 


drive Lahti to a board of directors 
meeting at the Bank of Elk Grove 
also was unwarranted, the committee 
decided, because the college did not 
benefit from the use. 


The committee found nothing wrong 


with Lahti's having public safety per- 
sonnel deliver mail and other college 
papers to him at his Inverness home 
so he could work on college business 


after leaving campus. 


"We are paying the man enough 


money to get as much work out of 
him as we can." said committee 
Chairman Robert Rauseh. Harper 
pays Lahti more than $54,000 annually 
in salary and fringe benefits. 


The committee decided that Lahti 


had clone nothing wrong when he sent 
public safety personnel to assist his 
wife, whose car had stalled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center, or in picking 
his son up from a soccer game and 
driving him home. 


HAUSCH SAID Lahti's use of col- 


lege vehicles does not represent a pat- 
tern of abuse, but rather isolated in- 
cidents. 


"This whole affair is bordering on 


the ridiculous," said Robert Creek, 
president of the High Schoool Oist. 211 
school board. "It's a question of good 
judgment and good taste," 
Creek 


said. 


If a Di.st. 211 superintendent used 


district personnel for private busi- 
ness. Creek said, he would fire him.

"I was so happy, so thrilled, when 


they called, I was shouting over the 
phone," Shirlee Schorie said. She said 


the young people did not have a radio 
in the van they were using and did not 
learn of the devastation in Colorado, 
which has claimed at least 100 lives, 
until Wednesday. 


"I was not sure this was going to be 


a happy ending, but that is what we 
have," Mrs. Schorie added. 


She said her son told her by tele- 


phone that the rangers had warned 
campers there may be some flooding, 
but later in the night they came 
through the campground ordering ev- 
eryone to leave. 


"He said they had their lights flash- 


ing and sirens on and they just threw 
their tent in the van and took off," 
Mrs. Schorie said. 


PARKIN HAD thought his son and 


daughter-in-law might have left the 
area in advance of the flooding, but 
after several days passed without any 
calls, they were prepared for the 
worse. 


"My wife said that she feels so good 


right now, and nobody can change

Local leaders see mixed promises 


The mixed bag of promises included 


in the school-aid formula bill signed 
Thursday by Gov. Daniel Walker 
brought mixed reactions from North- 
west suburban school officials. 


Administrators 
in districts 
with 


declining enrollments and those that 
will benefit from the elimination of the 
tax rollback said they were pleased 
with the bill's passage. But officials in 
districts that will not benefit from 
those provisions said they will lose 
money as their share of state aid is 
divided among the districts covered 
by the bill. 


School officials said they were not 


sure exactly how much the formula 
changes would help or hurt them be- 
cause Walker has not revealed how 
much state money will be available 
for education. 


William Henkel, a lobbyist for local 


school districts, said, "I don't think 
any school district in this state is go- 
ing to know where it stands until Dec. 
I at the very earliest. It has to be a 
record as far as putting people in the 
dark." 


OFFICIALS IN districts with declin- 


i n g enrollments. 
Including River 


Trails Dist. 26 and Mount Prospect 
Dist. 5". said they expect passage of 
the bill to help their districts. 


Ralph Beaudoin, Dist. 26 business 


manager, said the provision allowing 
districts to average their daily attend- 
ance figures over the last three years 
will have "considerable impact" on 
Dist. 26. "We have about $75,000 a 
year to gain from that," Beaudoin 
said. 


Dist. 57 Supt. Earl Sutler said the 


declining enrollment provision "would 
be most helpful for us." Sutler said, 
however, the districts still do not 
know whether they will receive the 
full amount of state aid promised to 
them by the state. 


In 1975-76, districts received only 95 


per cent of the originally promised 
state aid, and state financial problems 
have led them to believe they will re- 
ceive only 85 per cent to 90 per cent 
for 1976-77. 


Administrators in High School Dis- 


tricts 2lt and 214 said they would 
benefit from the elimination of the tax 
rollback, but they also expressed re- 
servations about the long-term effects 
of the bill. 


Under the present formula if dis- 


tricts exceed the legal limit at which 
they can tax residents, they lose state 
aid. Locally, only the high school dis- 
tricts have had to roll back their 
taxes to abide by this law. 


"WE'RE HAPPY TO have the roll- 


back eliminated," said Robert Weber, 
Dist. 214 associate superintendent for 
business services. He said local tax- 
payers will have to pay more taxes to 
offset losses in state aid caused by the 
bill's changes in the formula. "We 
can get ahold of the money by simply 
increasing our taxes," Weber said. 


Weber said he is unhappy that the 


bill gives an advantage to unit dis- 
tricts by allotting those districts a 
greater portion of state aid. 


"I don't feel that our organization in 


this area as a dual (separate high 
school and elementary districts) in- 
stead of a unit district should be a 
penalty to our taxpayers," Weber 
said. 


Dist. 211 also will gain from the re- 


moval of the rollback provision, said 
James Slater, district business man- 
ager. 


However, Slater said, the long- 


range effect of Walker's action and 
"politicking involving the schools" is 
that "it will cause educators to be- 
come more political in nature" be- 
cause school finance will be handled 
on the state level rather than locally. 


ADMINISTRATORS

burg Township Dist. 54 and Wheeling- 
Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 said the reap- 
portionment of state money, with 
more aid going to unit districts and 
districts with declining enrollments, 
will hurt their districts. 


"If other districts are going to qual- 


ify for more state aid, then our pro- 
portionate share will be smaller," 
said Victor Berner, controller in Dist. 
54. 


Officials with the Illinois Office of 


Education said they are pleased with 
the passage of the bill but dis- 
appointed that it will not take effect 
until the legislature meets again. 


A spokesman for the state office of 


education said state aid payments for 
the coming school year, which' begins 
in August, will be made according to 
the current formula until the new law 
is acted upon.

Gov. Daniel Walker approved sev- 


eral major school-aid formula provi- 
sions considered vital to suburban 
school districts. However, he linked 
quick enactment of the measures to 
passage of another controversial pro- 
posal. 


Walker confounded many educators 


and political observers by approving 
seven of the eight major provisions of 
House Bill 3518. But he used his amen- 
datory veto power to tie immediate 
enactment of the bill to passage of his 
accelerated tax collection plan for 
sales and income tax receipts. That 
plan was defeated twice by the Illinois 
General Assembly last spring. 


Walker delayed action on the $1.287 


billion appropriation bill for the com- 
mon school fund for another week. 
Aides said the governor needs addi- 
tional time to study the state's fiscal 
condition. 


WALKER'S MOVE surprised most 


observers and halted reports that he 
would veto the compromise school aid 
formula revision plan. 


The legislation approved by Walker 


will: 


• Eliminate the need for school dis- 


tricts to roll back tax rates as the 
amount of state aid increases. This 
will allow schools to propose new tax 
increases without facing the loss of 
state aid. 


• Modify the formula for calcu- 


lating attendance figures for the pur- 
poses of state aid payments. This will 
allow school districts with declining 
enrollments to average attendance 
figures over the past three years and 
reduce the amount state aid that will 
be lost. 


• Change the penalty formula lev- 


ied against schools that do' not meet 
the minimum number of class days. 
This will save Chicago schools about 
$24 million in penalties that were lev- 
ied because the schools closed 16 days 
early this spring. Chicago still must 
pay $32 million in penalties. 


• Include a "hold-harmless" provi- 


sion that attempts to guarantee that 
no school district will receive less 
state aid this year because of the 
changes. 


• Allow Downstate school districts 


to include transportation costs in com- 
puting how much state aid will be re- 
ceived. 


• Reduce the qualifying rate for 


unit and elementary school districts, 
making it easier to qualify for the 


maximum state aid payments. 


The single portion of the formula 


bill that Walker vetoed would have re- 
quired school districts to layoff teach- 
ers on the basis of seniority. Teachers 
with less service would have been the 
first fired. 


State Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, the 


chief sponsor of the bill, said he was 
pleased with Walker's action. Jaffe's 
original bill contained only the provi- 
sions to eliminate the tax rate roll- 
back and compute attendance. 


HOWEVER, a coalition of legisla- 


tors, mostly Chicago Democrats, used 
the bill as a vehicle for a major for- 
mula revision approved in the spring 
session. 


They also tacked on the features 


that will keep Chicago schools from 
paying the full penalty for early clos- 
ing. This change will be law for all 
Ilinois schools in the future.

to be at the mercy of arbitrary and 
c a p r i c i o u s dismissal by school 
boards." 


He said the "crazy-quilt vetoes" by 


the governor are "shrewd calculations 
vis-a-vis the governor's political fu- 
ture rather than actions geared to the 
best welfare of thousands of dedicated 
teachers." 


Toni Kane, Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 teachers' union official, said 
she anticipated the veto. "It is my un- 
derstanding the school boards, PTAs 
and the state board of education were 
lobbying heavily against it," she said. 


Ms. Kane said the veto is "going to 


make it harder for us to get reduc- 
tion-in-force language at the bargain- 
ing table. The seniority concept is the 
big boogey man. In the private sector 
they lay off in an orderly way. Why 
should teachers be any different?" 
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bill works for passage of the tax

George Londtoerg said Walker's use of 
the amendatory veto to link the school 
aid formula revisions to the accelera- 
ted tax collection plan may be invalid. 


"I don't think the governor can pro- 


pose two sets of recommended 
changes and then tie them to some- 
thing that's still a gleam in his eye," 
said Calvin Bostain, Lindberg's gener- 
al counsel. 


Illinois House Speaker William Red- 


mond, D-Bensenville, predicted that 
because action on the veto message 
will not come until after the Novem- 
ber election, the man chosen to re- 
place Walker could have a big say in 
the legislature's action.
